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Suburban story: Bribery scandal in Hoffman 
Estates

The scandal of suburbia started to unfold la.it week with the 


Indictment of six former officials of Hoffman Estates and one 
nf the developers who helped transform the village from 
farmland to a municipality of more than 30,000 in two dec- 
ades. 


Named In a 23-count federal Indictment that Included bribe- 


ry and Income tax charges were two former village mayors 
— Hoy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Pinger — and former 
trustees Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Abo Indicted wcro Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's largest Independent homcbulldcr, and former 
Slate Hop Bernard Pcskin, D-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning. 


"This U Iho first In what will be a series of actions In- 


volving suburban corruption." U.S. Ally. James Thompson 
said Friday In announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates offlclak "That suburban investigation Is 
now going ahead full steam." 


TIIK EIGHT defendants arc accused of taking part In a 


bribery scheme that resulted in the October, 1068, approval of 
the controversial MO million Barrington Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. The indictment Is only 
a formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unindlcted co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullbcrg. a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncllng of bribery money disguised 
at legal fees through Pcskin to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given Immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-in, first-out" policy, Thompson said, because he came 
forward to provide Information. 


The federal probo In Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges In what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing and rezontag huge areas for de- 
velopment are being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents is on 
a much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling investigation and is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time in the next several weeks. 


Kaufman and Broad's response to Its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges Involve substantial embarassment 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our Industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said In a statement. 


"We hope others in our industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid In eliminating the corruption which has plagued

open admitted they were planning to 
subdivide the Lakeside- Villas property 
and sell 10 acres for the Devoncourt 
project. They nlsu snld thai common 
grounds and recreational facilities would 
be kept separate for each section Thus, 
persons living In Dcvoncnurt would not 
IMVC access to Lakeside Villas facilities. 


COMMISSION MKAHIBIIS said these 


actions would in effect make the two 
projects entirely separate, thus defeating

the purpose of the village's planned de- 
velopment ordinance. "You're actually 
cutting that thing right off from the oth- 
er," said Comr. Jack Mctzger. He said 
under these circumstances the devel- 
opers should only be allowed to build 160 
units, based on the 16 units per acre 
allowed by ordinance. 


"The PD-4 (planned development) or- 


dinance's original Intent was and still is 
1C units per acre, allowing the buildings 
to be placed to advantage that open 
space would abound throughout the de- 
velopment," said Lortz. He noted that 
the open space Is to be used "by all the 
people within the development." 


Lortz further questioned the legality of 


building 23 units per acre, saying it 
would be setting a precedent for future 
developments. "Arc we allowing high 
density development by virtue of a devel- 
oper's manipulation of our PD-4 ordi- 
nance," he said. 


TIIE PFJOJECT is being proposed by 


the Znlc Construction Co., developers of 
Lakeside Villas, and Ferguson Devel- 
opment Corp. under a joint venture 
agreement. According to Scott Ferguson, 
his firm would purchase the land with 
the price based on the number of units to 
be built. 


Ed Zalc protested that his firm was not 


trying to get around village ordinances In 
proposing the project. "It was not our 
intent In the beginning nor is It now to 
circumvent the ordinance," he .said. 
"We're not In any way trying to repre- 
sent something we didn't show." 


Zalc said, however, that It would be 


Impossible to develop the land so that the 
recreation facilities and open bpacc 
would be shared by both sections. He 
said the people living In Lakeside Villas 
"won't let them use their facilities be- 
cause we didn't sell It that way." 


"IF THAT TAKES away our zoning 


then we have a problem," Zalc said. 
"But I don't sec any way we could devel- 
op this property any other way." 


Commissioners said the property could 


only be subdivided and sold if it was to 
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be developed as a separate project. They 
also said that Dcvoncourt and Lakeside 
Villas would have to share recreational 
facilities and open space in order to be 
built as part of the same planned devel- 
opment. 


Developers said they would meet with 


tiie village attorney to find a solution to 
the problem. The plan commission has 
tabled review of the project until the at- 
torney advises them that plans legally 
meet village requirements.

Planners approve motor freight terminal by 6-1 vote 


Final plans for a motor freight termin- 


al development south of Hlntz Road have 
been approved in a 6-1 vote by the plan 
commission, ending several months of 
review for the project. 


Ray Waymel, plan commission mem- 


ber, continued to voice opposition to the 
terminals, but described his efforts as "a 
voice crying In the wilderness." In voting 
against the freight terminals, Waymel 
noted traffic problems that may develop 
in the area. 


He said the village would be premature 


in approving plans for the project, until 
hearings are held Nov. 9 on a proposed 
roadway that runs from Palatine Road to 
Lake-Cook Road on the official village 
map. The roadway runs through the pro- 


posed terminal site along the Soo Line 
Railroad tracks. 


TIIE 
PLAN 
commission, 
however, 


agreed to accept the project's proposed 
north-south street instead of following 
the roadway outlined on the official vil- 
lage map. Waymel said this action would 
set a pattern for development north and 
south of the property, noting that the vil- 
lage might end up having to realign the 
road in the future. 


"It seems to me we have just gotten 


through realigning Wheeling Road at a 
cost of half million dollars, and I'd hate 
to see It happen again," he said. 


William Rogers, 146 S. Wolf Rd.. filso 


urged the plan commission to review 
plans for the roadway before accepting 


plans for the terminals. He suggested 
that the commission consider aligning 
the north-south route with Glen Ave- 
nue "so that we would have one inter- 
section." 


Commission chairman Herb Lortz said 


he would like to have the two streets con- 
nect, but said the developers did not own 
the land necessary for the improvement. 
In order to construct such a roadway, 
the village would have to finance the 
construction of part of the roadway, and 
would have to either buy or condemn 
land. 


PLANS FOH THE truck 
terminals 


have met opposition from members of 
each board that has reviewed the proj- 
ect Zoning board member Ed Slcpicka 


has repeatedly voiced his objection to the 
development, citing possible traffic prob- 
lems Likewise, village board members 
Don Jackson and Al Lang h.ivc opposed 
the project. 


Jackson, in fact, conducted a telephone 


survey of the village residents to deter- 
mine their feelings about the truck ter- 
minals. He reported that most residents 
objected to the project because of traffic 
congestion on Hintz Road. The terminal's 
traffic will enter and exit onto Hintz 
Road from a single roadway. 


The village board will have two chan- 


ces to review the project before approval 
is final. The board must approve a spe- 
cial use permit for the operation of truck 
terminals, and then must approve final 
plans for the project. 


Annexation asked for 96-acrfe sanitary landfill plan 


A proposal has been made to annex a 


96-acre tract northeast of Buffalo Grove, 
in unincorporated Vernon Township, for 
use as a sanitary landfill. The site would 
be used for disposing of trash in the 
area. 


Browning-Ferris Industries Inc., pre- 


sented the proposal to village officials 


Saturday morning. The proposed site for 
the landfill is bordered on the south by 
Busch Road and Is on both sides of the 
Soo Line Railroad tracks. 


Kenneth Goodwin, of Browning-Ferris, 


said landfills such as the one proposed 
will be necessary In order to prevent "a 
solid waste crisis." He said the recent 


closing of two landfills in the area make 
development of a new facility important. 


Browning-Ferris plans to lease the pro- 


posed site from Its owners for 10 years, 
which is the expected life of the landfill. 
Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said Friday, 
"Landfills in the area arc becoming 
more and more scarce. It's a seven-to 10- 


year solution to what the village will do 
with its garbage." 


LARSON SAID he thinks the village 


should share in the responsibility for dis- 
posing of its solid waste. 


Once the landfill is no longer in oper- 


ation, Larson said eight to 10 acres of the

able thing, to do. You might not be a 
shoplifter, but you steal from Ma Bell." 


"In spite of the fact that there is a law 


against It, we continue to experience 
these losses," Cass continued. "One 
thing is that if the plans weren't avail- 
able, we might stop this practice." 


Plans for devices known as blue boxes 


or black boxes, have been widely dis- 
tributed, said Martin Brown of Central 
Telephone Co. of Illinois in Des Plnines. 
"This allows the user to bypass normal 
switching channels of the phone company 
where the toll computation takes place," 
he said. 


Although total losses due to electronic 


fraud ore "difficult to come by," Brown 
said, 4 to 4V4 per cent of total long dis- 
tance billing is investigated for possible 
fraud. 


A SHARP INCREASE in arrests and 


convictions since 1970 for electronic 
fraud Is reported for the Bell system. Of 
the 215 toll fraud arrests made in 1970, 
there were 207 convictions. This in- 
creased to 333 arrests and 255 convictions 
in 1971; 1,050 arrests and 844 convictions 
in 1972. More than 500 persons have been 
convicted this year for toll fraud. Ac- 
cording to Cass, Bell has increased its 
surveillance activities for electronic 
fraud, which could account for a share of 
the increase. 


"And it's not just college kids," he said, 


of the cheaters. "It comes from every 
walk of life. We find businessmen and 
upper class citizens Involved." 


The federal statute protecting the In- 


dustry from electronic thieves calls for a 
maximum fine of $1,000 in addition to 
payment of lost revenue, and a max- 
imum five-year imprisonment. The pen- 
alty for violating the state law against 
distributing toll fraud information car- 
ries a maximum penalty of one year In 
jail and a $1,000 fine. 


In 1972, for example, a Lake Forest 


College freshman who pleaded guilty to 
stealing $980.81 worth of phone calls re- 
ceived a penalty of two years' court su- 
pervision and a week in the county jail. 
The student also had to pay back the full 
amount of lost revenues to Illinois Bell, 
and a $20 court cost. 


HOW ARE PHONE freaks found out? 


According to Cass, "A customer may 
come in and say, 'There's a call on my 
bill I didn't moke,' and maybe a pattern 
begins to form. More frequently, 
It 


comes up as an unblllable toll. We can 
trace it by reviewing data." He adds that 
phones are not "bugged" in this pro- 
gram. 


"Plus, there are still a lot of honest 


Johns around," says Cass. "They'll give 
us a call and say they know something is 
going on." 


In addition to the loss of revenue 


caused by electronic fraud, serious prob- 
lems could arise if phone freaks were to 
tie up the phone networks, thus pre- 
venting the legitimate use of the facil- 
ities by the general public, Tharp said. 


Walker plan versus Republicans9 in March vote? 
GOP asks voter showdown on transit

Republican leaders of the Illinois Gen- 


eral Assembly have challenged Demo- 
cratic Gov. Daniel Walker to submit his 
proposal for a Regional Transit Author- 
ity to a trlal-by-rcfcrcndum against their 
own maw transportation plan. 


In an announcement that signaled his 


abandonment of efforts to pass an RTA 
program for the six-county Chicago met- 
ropolitan area in the current sitting of 
the General Assembly, House Speaker 
W. Rolwrt Blair, R-Park Forest, Satur- 
day proposed that the legislature submit 
both the Republican plan and Walker's 
proposal ID voters In the six counties at 
the March 10 primary election. 


In the meantime, a group of Republi- 


can 
(iml 
Democratic representatives 


were preparing to announce tomorrow a 
compromise bctvsccn the two proposals, 
in hopes of gaining bipartisan support to 
bypass the Walkcr-Dlair feud over RTA 
and enact a plan before the legislature 
adjourns In late November. 


TO KKKP TIIK financially floundering 


Chicago Transit Authority afloat until It 
k made part of an RTA through the 
Mnrch referendum. Blair said the Re- 
publican majority in the legislature is 
prepared to authorize "loans" from the 
.state's general fund, which he said would 
bo paid buck from future revenues of 
£TA, which Is now being kept from bank- 
ruptcy through emergency grants from 
lilt! Stlltl*. 


UUilr expressed confidence that voters 


would approve the Republican plan, 
which cnll.1 for a 'j-cent reduction of the 
state .sales tax.

He charged that Walker's plan, which 


would authorize taxes on parking and 
gasoline to help meet the costs of an 
RTA, would give the new agency "a sky- 
is-thc-llmlt taxing power." • 


In a press conference at the Arlington 


Pork Towers Hotel Friday, Blair refused 
to concede that his referendum proposal 
was an admission that he could not at- 
tract enough votes In the legislature to 
pass his program. 


AS LATE AS June, Blair had opposed 


the Idea of an RTA referendum,.original- 
ly supported by Walker (who now op- 
poses the Idea). But Blair said he had 
been advised as early as "April or May" 
by legal experts that establishment of an 
RTA without referendum had only a "50 
per cent chance" of passing a con- 
stitutional test. 


Among objections to current RTA pro- 


posals is the makeup pf the governing 
board, which some suburbanites fear 


would not give adequate voice to the 
areas outside Chicago. Current proposals 
call for a nine-member board, with four 
from Chicago, two from suburban Cook 
County, two from the remaining 
five 


RTA counties, and a ninth member to be 
selected by those eight. 


The plan to be unveiled by Katz and 


his fellow legislators tomorrow would ex- 


.pond the board to 21 members, with 10 


from Chicago, five from suburban Cook 
County, and one from each of the other 
five counties. 


The Katz plan also will seek a %-cent 


reduction In the state sales tax, rather 
than the %-cent proposed by Blair, with 
the remaining funds to be made up from 
general revenue.

"Put thoio flguroi grossly overstate 


the retail price," Adamy charged, con- 
tending the figures were distorted be- 
cause the report failed to consider the 
amount of beef sold at sale prices. 


In fact, said Adamy, supermarket 


chains lost "several million dollars" on 
beef last summer when uncontrolled live 
cattle prices soared. If we are profit- 
eering, where are the profits?" he said, 
adding that of the nation's 30 largest food 
chains, 14 arc currently losing money. 


The controversial Agriculture Dept. re- 


part showed that during the recent beef 
price high, middleman charges for costs 
and profits rose 17.3 cents to 53 cents. As 
a result, the department reported, the re- 
tall cost of a pound of choice beef rose 
seven-tenths of a cent to a new record of 
nearly $1.45 a pound In September. 


Dr. Kenneth R. Farrell, deputy admin- 


istrator of tho Agriculture Dept.'s Eco- 
nomic Research Service, acknowledged 
his office did not include all prices of 
beef sold on sale, but that research has 
showed that sale price products usually 
do not affect his figures since they make 
un such a small share of the market- 
place prices.

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Price controls 
may be lifted 


Treasury Sec. George P. Schultz re- 


portedly is considering the complete eli- 
mination of price and wage controls in 
the face of continued public disinterest 
in such economic measures. 


The Treasury secretary said: 
• He was very unhappy at the time 


when President Nixon decided to reim- 
pose tight controls in June, but now 
thinks it was one of the best things to 
happen. In his view the public was edu- 
cated to the fact that there are adverse 
repercussions when controls are lifted. 


• As the public becomes disillusioned 


with controls it will become willing to 
tolerate some inevitable price rises to 
get back to an uncontrolled economy. 


• And at some stage, all remaining 


controls will be removed. How abruptly 
that will happen will depend on the de- 
gree of gradual elimination of economic 
controls.

Countdown 
for Skylab

A mock countdown for firing the 


last Skylab astronaut trio to the or- 
biting space research station began 
last night, and is aimed at a launch 
on Nov. 10. 


Officials were to test all parts of 


the 224-foot-tall Saturn IB rocket that 
will thrust astronauts 
Gerald P. 


Carr, Edward G. Gibson and William 
R. Pogue into orbit. They were also 
to run checks on the crew's Apollo 
command module that serves as a 
ferry vehicle for getting them to the 
eight-room space workshop. 


The countdown was headed for a 


mock launch Friday, with the clock 
running down to the minus 8 second 
mark. The clock was then to be re- 
cycled to the T-60-hour point and the 
real count started late next week. 


Taking their first trip in space, 


Carr, Gibson and Pogue have been 
approved for a record-setting mission 
of at least 60 days. After that, they 
may be approved week-by-week for a 
12-week flight, provided they have 
enough food, are doing productive re- 
search work and their health Is good. 


Arabs, Israelis talk in the desert; 
U.N. cease-fire brings hope of peace 


(From Herald Wire Services) 


Dawn in the Middle East brought con- 


tinued hope for peace between the Israeli 
and Arab armies as United Nations 
peace-keeping forces moved into position 
and the surrounded Egyptian 3rd Army 
was expected to receive emergency sup- 
plies of food, water and medicine. 


World-wide, the leaders of govern- 


ments began to assess the causes and 
damages of the latest Mideast war and 
to examine the roots of the continuing 
strife between the embattled nations 
there. 


At home, members of the 82nd Air- 


borne Div. at Fort Bragg, N.C. were tak- 
en off then* alert as tension between this 
country and the Soviet Union eased. The 
unit was the lost major military com- 
ponent to relax from combat alert. 


And in the town of Herzlyia, Israel, 


Prime Minister Golda Meier said a bat- 
tlefield meeting between commanders of 
Israel and Arabian forces was a good 
start to the cease fire and a permanent 
settlement of the conflict. 


"This is the first time something like 


this has taken place," Mrs. Melr said, 
referring to the 1:30 a.m. meeting be- 
tween Israeli and Egyptian officers on 
the Cairo to Suez Road.

The meeting had been called to discuss 


ways of implementing the cease-fire, but 
the only announced agreement was for a 
U.N. mercy convoy to take supplies to 
the trapped Egyptian army east of Suez. 


Mrs. Meier said Israel was willing to 


open full-scale direct talks on a per- 
manent settlement but meanwhile would 
increase its production and purchase of 
weapons. 


In fact, both sides of the latest war will 


probably emerge from the fighting as 
heavily armed as before the war began. 


Despite staggering losses, Israel, Egypt 


and Syria will soon be back up to 


Chicago 7 defendants 
back for another trial 


pre-war supplies because of massive re- 
building on both sides — from the United 
States to Israel and the Soviet Union to 
Egypt and Syria. Weapons experts now 
say the arsenals of both countries will be 
different from pre-war days only in that 
new weaponry will make the two sides 
more sophisticated — and lethal — if an- 
other war should occur. 


The attitude of most Israeli citizens re- 


mains somewhat self-assured following 
the latest Mideast crisis, according to re- 
ports from Tel Aviv. Yesterday, com- 
ments from Israelis all indicated some 
impatience with the U.S. for playing such 
a strong role in the cease fire agree- 
ment. 


Mrs. Meir said the cease-fire would 


have been better if her country and the 
Arabs had arranged it rather than the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union. Israeli mili- 
tary Chief of Staff Lt. Gen. David Elazar 
said his country was "compelled" to ac- 
cept the meeting with Arabs in the 
desert and the 100-truck mercy conveoy 
to Egyptian forces. Elazar complained 
that when the cease fire was "compelled 
on us" his forces were at the height of 
their offensive campaign. 


Other actions and reactions to the 


cease fire world-wide: 


—President Richard Nixon worked in 


his private study at Camp David, Md. 
with aides on efforts to arrange peace 
talks between the warring nations. 


—Arab analysts noted that official rec- 


ognition of the U.N. cease-fire by Syria 


was the first time that nation had 
aligned itself with other Arab countries 
in dealing with Israel. 


-In Washington, Sen. Mark Hatfield 


(R-Ore.) said he would seek a law pro- 
hibiting the United States from sending 
military forces to the Mideast while Sen. 
Walter Mondale, D-Minn., said this coun- 
try should immediately go beyond mili- 
tary aid to Israel and begin reinforcing 
that country's economy as a peace-time 
nation. 


—Urgings that Arab oil producing 


countries use their enormous dollar hold- 
ings against the economy of the U.S. will 
be ignored, according to sources in the 
oil countries. Apparent demands from 
Egypt to the oil sheiW-ms «'•-' 
countries damage the U.S. dollar with 
their economic influence will gj u • 
heeded because "hard headed Arab busi- 
nessmen" will avoid such economic war- 
fare for fear of losing vast amounts of 
money themselves. 


—Demands from most Western Eu- 


ropean powers that the U.S. not use its 
European bases in support of Israel dur- 
ing the war may prompt U.S. officials to 
take a close look at continued millltary 
commitments to NATO. West Germany, 
among others, protested the use of Ger- 
man ports by U.S. ships loading supplies 
for I s r a e l , prompting government 
spokesmen to raise the question on keep- 
ing military supplies and units in coun- 
tries which made demands on the way 
U.S. military equipment and personnel 
are used.

The Chicago Seven, cleared of con- 


spiracy and riot charges, return to the 
city of the tumultuous 1968 Democratic 
National Convention today to begin a 
new trial on contempt of court charges. 


The seven defendants and two princi- 


pal defense lawyers In their original trial 
face the contempt charges in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court before Judge Edward T. Glg- 
noux of Portland, Me., who was appoint- 
ed by Chief Justice Warren Burger to 
preside. 


The contempt charges stem from be- 


havior of the defendants and their attor- 
neys during their trial in 1969 and 1970 in 
which they were acquitted on charges of 
conspiring to cross state lines to Incite 
rioting at the Democratic convention. 


However, five of the seven — David 


DelHnger, Jerry Rubin, Rennie Davis, 
Thomas Hayden and Abble Hoffman — 
were convicted of crossing state lines to 
incite rioting. The conviction was later 
overturned by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 


The appellate court also ordered a new 


trial on the contempt convictions against 
those five, two other defendants, John 
Frolnes and Lee Weincr, and their attor- 
neys, William Kunstler and Leonard I. 
Welnglass. 


The contempt sentences, ranging from 


four years 18 days for Kunstler to two 
months 18 days for Weiner, were im- 
posed by Judge Julius Hoffman who pre- 
sided at the 4^-month trial. 


The appellate court ordered a new trial 


after ruling that Hoffman was so vilified 
during the trial that it would be humanly 
Impossible for him to Impose fair con- 
tempt sentences. If the defendants are 
found guilty In the new trial, the appel- 
late court ruled, they may not be sen- 
tenced to terms longer than 177 days In 
prison. 


Defense attorneys in the new trial, 


Morton Stavis and Doris Peterson of the 
Center for Constitutional Rights in New 
York, said their case may take three to 
five weeks but have not disclosed their 
strategy. 


There was speculation that defense 


witnesses may Include Hoffman, former 
U.S. Attorney Thomas Foran who prose- 
cuted the case, Mayor Richard J. Daley 
of Chicago, and former U.S. Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell. 


Assistant U.S. attorneys Gary Stark- 


man and Robert Martin, assigned to 
represent the government during the new 
trial, estimated their case will take only 
a few minutes. They said they plan to 
introduce the 75,000-page transcript of 
the trial and present their argument that 
behavior of the defendants and attorneys 
constituted contempt. 


Nixon-Cox 
affair still 
lingers on

Former Treasury Secretary John Con- 


nally said yesterday President Nixon 
owes the country a better explanation 
than he gave for firing Watergate prose- 
cutor Archibald Cox, and Nixon should 
have turned over the Watergate tapes 
months ago . . . because "it would have 
saved an awful lot of trouble." 


Connally also said congressional critics 


have schemed to uphold the nomination 
of Gerald Ford as Vice President while 
they fight to oust the President. 


In related issues: 
• Nixon's top aide, Alexander Halg, 


said the administration's new Watergate 
prosecutor will be free of any prior re- 
straints. Archibald Cox, recently ousted 
from that job, meanwhile, urged Con- 
gress to assure the independence of his 
successor, by law. 


• Democrat Nicholas Johnson, FCC 


commissioner, has filed a list of nine 
non-Watergate actions he said would jus- 
tify Impeachment. They Include: uncon- 
stitutional war in Cambodia; a campaign 
against a free press; impounding of 
funds for programs voted by congress; 
use of funds to improve properties in 
Key Biscayne and San Clemente; "dirty 
tricks" In the 1972 campaign; efforts to 
interfere with CIA and FBI indepen- 
dence; and wrongful legal procedures 
such as the break-in of the office of Dr. 
Daniel EUsburg.

Suburb kids 
turn to drugs: 
Outreach head 


"1 think pcoptn are formally admitting 


that kids In tho suburbs are having drug 
problems Just'like those kids In tho 
ghettos," said John T. O'Connor at tho 
annual convention of the Illinois Associ- 
ation for Mental Health at tho Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


O'Connor, Director of the Out-Reach 


Center In DuPago County, Friday said 
that suburban teen-agers have the same 
kinds of pressure and suffer the same 
kinds of weaknesses as those who live in 
(ho city. 


"These kids havo everything*" he said. 


"They're not challenged enough." Tho 
suburban teen-ager often has his own 
room, access to a car and very little to 
do. ho added. 


Money that goes Into eradicating tho 


drug problem In tho suburbs as well as 
In tho city havo often been wasted, 
0 Connor contended, because programs 
do not cope with tho problems of Individ- 
ual drug users. "Instead parents ask. 
'what can bo built for them?' Then they 
complain when tho gym or teen center is 
empty." 


O'CONNOfl OAVE several suggestions 


as to how suburban communities can 
form an effective program for Iccn-agcrs 
using drugs. 


• Encourage community officials to 


talk to one another. For example, public 
aid officials should havo an open line of 
communication with town officials. 


• Pay attention to tho community self 


Image. "Every community has a history 
nnd a sense of heritage to cherish." said 
O'Connor. "This will Influence how a 
drug program worki." 


• Determine community values. Tho 


values, such as top education for stu- 
dents arc Important to Its citizens. Some- 
times values conflict, so It Is best to do- 
tcrmlno what values tho community 
thinks ore Important and resolve those 
conflicts, ho said. 


• Citizens should know who are the 


community decision-makers. 
"People 


ought to know how community Inter- 
action comes about," O'Connor said. 


• Take a look at what drug problems 


exist. Different problems need different 
solutions. The one method that helps one 
community might not bo effective In on- 
oilier. 


• Admit the drug problem If there Is 


one. "Honesty Is Important. People hide 
behind their affluence and refuse to look 
at the problems," ho said. 


THE ADULT non-user of drugs often 


needs to reduce his own nnxiety by cov- 
crlng the problem up. "They blnmo It on 
the hippies or the poor In ghettos, so they 
try to buy tho problem away," said 
O'Connor.

ters. Joe Campbell, president of the com- 
pany, said the costume business is up 
tills year In comparison to last season. 


"WE'RE RENTING a lot of mon- 


sters. The usual — Dracula, Phantom 
of the Opera, hunchbacks. But the gorilla 
suit is still number one around here. 
They've been gone since Labor Day. If 
you want to be a gorilla, you have to 
plan early," ho said. 


Campbell said men generally lean to- 


ward the monsters and the misshapen 
when they choose their disguises for Hal- 
loween parties. Women, he said, seem to 
favor the alluring. Flappers, can-can 
dancers and harem girls are the big 
items for women, he says. 


"It gets trendy around Halloween. 


What's popular on TV and the movies 


gets rented. 'Grease' and the 50's is very 
big now. You know, felt cfrcle skirts with 
rhlnestone poodles and black leather 
jackets, all that nifty stuff," he said. 


CURRENT EVENTS also are in- 


fluencing the selections his customers 
make. "Space people arc also popular. 
This UFO business helped that. A man 
requested a Spiro Agnew mask with a 
convict suit but we couldn't- help him. 
But, he probably got it somehwere else 
later," he said. 


Don Taylor, manager of P. J.'s Trick

Annexation asked for 96-acre sanitary landfill plan

silo probably will be donated to the vil- 
lage for use as a park. Tho village mas- 
ter plan calls for Industrial development 
on tho remaining property. 


Goodwin told village officials the land 


fill would be operated In compliance with 
local, state nnd federal regulations. 
Browning-Ferris operates more than liO 
sanitary landfills in the United States 
and Canada and Is well qualified In tho 
field of solid waste disposal, he said. 


"We're not going to create an eyesore 


here In any way," Goodwin said. "We 
want to be an asset, an attribute, not a 
detriment to the community." 


Goodwin said a properly designed and 


operated sanitary landfill offers the most 
economical and environmentally accept- 
able solid waste disposal method avail- 
able. 


A NUMBER OF precautions would be 


taken, Goodwin said, to prevent the land- 


fill from becoming "a public nuisance or 
health hazard." At the end of each day, 
garbage will be spread, compacted and 
covered with at least six inches of dirt. 
Thus, flies, birds, mosquitoes and ro- 
dents'will not be attracted to the landfill. 


* 
The area being worked on will be sur- 


rounded by a portable fence to prevent 
loose paper from blowing off the site. In 
addition, Goodwin said workers at the 
landfill will collect scattered refuse each 
day and deposit It in the landfill. 


Larson said all regulations pertaining 


to landfills will be obeyed or the village 
will seek to revoke the operator's license. 
"Tho village wants good waste manage-. 
mcnt control on tho site," he said. 


Goodwin said no trash will be burned 


at the site, thus preventing air pollution 
and unpleasant odors. Dust would also be 
kept to a minimum. A berm would be 
constructed around the landfill so it din- 
not be seen from outside the site. 


SOIL TESTS prior to selection of the 


proposed site show that surface and sub- 
surface water supplies will be unaffected 
by the landfill, Goodwin said. Sanitary 
sowers would be installed under the land- 
fill to catch rainwater running through 
the trash. The sewers would prevent it 
from entering the ground and con- 
taminating the water supply. 


Vents would also be installed at the 


landfill to allow the escape of methane 
gas. The flammable gas is formed when 
garbage decomposes. • 


Goodwin said the proposed site was 


chosen because it is geologically suited 
for a landfill and is also somewhat Iso- 
lated from residential areas. Horatio 
Gnrdens, an unincorporated subdivision, 
however, is near the site. Goodwin said 
the landfill would not damage property 
values or create other hardshlqs for 
those homeowners. 


THE EXTENSION of Busch Road, east 


to Deerfield Road, Goodwin said, will 


provide easy access for trucks dumping 
trash at the site. He said vehicles will be 
covered to prevent trash from blowing on 
the street before they get to the landfill. 


After each section of the site is filled, 


the area will be contoured so it is suit- 
able for recreation, Goodwin said. Trees 
and shrubs will be planted to give the 
area an attractive appearance, he added, 
an attractive appearance, he added. 


If the village board approves the pro- 


posed landfill, Goodwin said his firm will 
allow the village to dump trees and other 
debris there at no cost. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said he 


will appoint a special committee next 
week to study the proposal and make 
recommendations to the village. 


Before the site can be annexed to the 


village, it must connect with the existing 
corporate boundaries. Since the site is 
not contiguous at the present time, prop- 
erty between It and the corporate limits 
must be annexed first.

Just keep In mind that In medicine 


"osls" refers to a condition like tubercu- 
losis while "Ills" means inflammation. 
Hence, the condition of small pockets 
along the colon IB dlvcrtlculoMs, and if 
one of them Is Infiammcd It is diver- 
tlculltte. 


D u r i n g an acute attack of in- 


flammation or actual small perforation 
of a dlvcrtlculum, a soft diet or even no 
food Li ollcn prescribed until the condi- 
tion subsides. Sometimes, If a significant 
perforation exists, It Is much like a per- 
forated appendix, and then surgery is in- 
dicated. Mo<4 of the less severe in- 
flammatory reactions tltough can be, and 
arc, treated with out surgery. 


After the acute attack is over then ef- 


forts 
toward proper bowel training 


should be started. It was once believed 
that blnnd diets were the IhinR. More 
recently matt doctors who have been 
faced with these problems recommend a 
diet that contains considerable amount of 
bulk. This is not a bland diet. It docs not 
need to be spicy, of course. 


The object is to provide bulk so the 


colon will develop normal action. Tlicrc 


is more to it than this too, it Is necessary 
to have a program of bowel training. The 
thought is that the dlvcrtlculosls Is usual- 
ly caused by poor bowel and diet prob- 
lems to begin with, and this means cat- 
ing foods that have no residue for normal 
colon function', using harsh laxatives and 
being hung up on the Idea that a bowel 
movement must occur every day. 


CONDITIONS IN the colon "that result 


In spasm of the muscles In the tube-like 
colon build up pressure within the colon 
and finally cause the small hernia pock- 
ets that arc divcrtlcula. Many of the 
symptoms that people with divcrtlcula 
complain about arc not even caused by 
the divcrtlcula. Spasm and cramping of 
the towel will cause bloating and pain 
even If no divcrtlcula arc present. 


Other people have divcrticula which 


cause no symptoms at all. I suspect thnt 
If you could separate the symptoms 
from poor bowel function fron those that 
arc really caused by dlvcrtlculosls that 
you would find only a small percentage 
of patients with divcrtlcula who really 
have symptoms from them: 


I have received a lot of letters from 


people asking what to do about their con- 
stipation problem since they also have 
divcrticulosls. Current thinking is that 
there is no difference In the long term 
treatment of the pi ibloms of spastic co- 
lon, constipation and divcrticulosls, they 
arc all parts of the same elephant — ex- 
cept in acute situations, such as in- 
flammation, perforation or bleeding.

For he was in the crucible of being a 
resident pastor, rather than a visiting 
demonstrator. 


It remains to be seen whether as the 


Episcopal Church's new presiding bish- 
op, Allin will stand up to. black segrega- 
tionists as well — such as two of the top 
staffers in his own Episcopal Church's 
notional headquarters in Manhattan, 
Leon Modest ("Modest Leon") and Viola 
("violent")

n-white-raclst" rhetoric of Boston's Bish- 
op John Burgess and Syracuse Univer- 
sity's Dr. Charles Willie, a clever abra- 
sion-specialist.' These two members of 
the denomination's executive council 
seem to' overwhelm their fellow mem- 
bers at will. 


But, Bishop. Allin already has demon- 


strated his ability to stand up to some 
rather-awesome ecclesiastical machinery 
such as was- designed by his pre- 
decessor, retiring presiding Bishop John 
E. Hines. Few of Allln's colleagues will 
ever forget the 15-minute tongue-lashing 
given to Hlnes in 1968 by Allin on the 
subject of agenda-manipulation. 


Bishop Allin is also equipped with a 


sense of humor. This, he will indeed need 
in leading this interesting denomination 
of people, who are generally attractive, 
intelligent and sohplsticated, until assem- 
bled in their triennial General Con- 
vention. 


Here they prove capable, upon occa- 


sion, of absolutely cataclysmic assininity 
due frequently to an inordinate lust for 
secrecy. 


FOR EXAMPLE, imagine the majority 


of a crowd of nearly 1,000 people voting 
to hold a secret session in an arena the 
size of Madison Square Garden. (Plead- 
ed Virginia's revered theologian A. T. 
Mollegen: "How naive! Kinsolving will 
have everything we say in his column by 
tomorrow morning.") 


Well, that was exactly what the Gener- 


al Convention's House of Deputies did in 
Louisville, Ky.,~when it ordered .visitors 
and the press out of the galleries. When 
.these banished folk good naturedly sang 
"We Shall Overcome" — they were 
threatened with mass-arrest. When they 
shushed as ordered, all details of the 
"secret" deliberations came booming 
over the loudspeakers. 


Then there were the would-be female 


priests, who announced themselves as 
"outraged" after the deputies voted 
down a proposal to allow female ordina- 
tion to the priesthood. 


These ladies have only themselves to 


blame. For in addition to lobbying with • 
all the sweet grace of a school of pi- 
ranhas, they arrived at the convention 
all wearing the clergyman's round collar 
• (on top of notably varied vesture). 


SUCH GARB struck even some of the 


supporters of their cause as odd. It im- 
pressed many neutrals as weird. As for 
the sizable bloc of Anglo Catholics ("high 
churchmen") this venture,constituted a 
blood-curdling atrocity. 


One of the leaders of this army of ang- 


ry amazons is, strangely enough, an as- 
sistaQt to Manhattan pastor John Co- 
burn, whose virile appearance, delicious 
humor and syllable-caressing oratory, 
make him one of the denomination's 
most, Irresistable men. ("He's sexier 
than Mark Spitz!" sighed one female 
convention visitor.) 


But this, assistant, Carol Anderson, 


proved eminently reslstable last year 
when she introduced herself to a bishop's 
meeting as "neither a bishop's wife, nor 
a bishop's daughter, nor a bishop's mis- 
tress."

State lottery not RTA solution 


Once again, the Illinois General 


Assembly, now with the blessing of 
Gov. Daniel Walker, is on the brink 
of Instituting a state lottery. 


The lottery, which has been in- 


ching toward the required number 
of votes for passage for several 
years, received a double shot in the 
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arm from both the governor and 
Republican House Speaker W. Rob- 
ert Blair when they both included 
it in their pet plans for metropoli- 
tan mass transit. 


About the only thing that Walker 


and Blair seem to agree on con- 
cerning the much-debated Region- 
al Transit Authority is that a state 
lottery could supply $60 million 
yearly toward financing the plan. 


The Illinois House now has be- 


fore it two similar lottery bills 
which their sponsors maintain 
would produce an estimated $100 
million yearly revenue for the 
state. Neither of these bills specify 
what the money would be used for, 
and it seems a sure bet that there 
will be dozens of schemes in- 
troduced in the legislature to rake 
off that new income if the lottery 
bill passes. 


As we have said before, we have 


no particular objection to the crea- 
tion of a state lottery, with its at- 


tendant dream of a few people in 
the state sharing in another $100 
million of prizes each year. That 
is, if the scheme is adequately po- 
liced to prevent siphoning off of 
this "found" money Into politi- 
cians' pockets, or infiltration of the 
legalized racket 'by hoodlum in- 
fluences — both of which may be a 
bit much to hope. 


But, also as we have said before, 


we strenuously object to the dema- 
gogic approach which argues that 
a lottery under governmental su- 
pervision is going to provide a 
magical solution to the difficult tax 
questions facing the state. 


In the first place, the amount of 


revenue which the lottery would 
generate is purely a guess. But 
more important, reliance on a lot- 
tery Is simply another makeshift 
tactic to sidestep the vital question 
of restructuring our whole tax sys- 
tem, a need which has been ex- 
pounded upon by state officials for 


years. 


The question of financing RTA is 


too vital to be made even partially 
reliant on a revenue gimmick such 
as a lottery. 


The Illinois House passed a lot- 


tery bill last spring, and seems in- 
clined to approve the measure 
again. The lottery was killed in the 
Illinois Senate. 


We hope that the Senate again 


will exercise the caution to block 
the lottery until Walker and Blair 
see fit to quit their haggling and 
arrive at a reasonable plan for fi- 
nancing RTA. 


And we invite Northwest subur- 


ban senators John Graham of 
Barrington, David J. Regner of 
Mount Prospect, John J. Nimrod of 
Skokie and Howard Mohr of Forest 
Park, all of whom hold one or 
more positions on the key Execu- 
tive, Revenue and Appropriations 
committees of the Senate, to take 
the lead in this effort.

Viewing Kennedy, Nixon

Now the late afternoon shadows fall 


earlier through the thinning trees, blend- 
ing sunlight and darkness between the 
tombstones, where the squirrels play. 


Even with the earlier sunset and the 


chill In the air, tourists still visit the 
graves of both brothers, one assassinated 
ten years ago next month. Robert's 
grave is a simple cross and stone, while 
John F. Kennedy's grave, graced with 
the eternal flame, provides the focal 
point for much of Arlington National 
Cemetery. 


The slope where the two brothers are 


burled falls away towards Washington. 
Beyond the flame-colored trees on the 
hill are the institutions out of our history 
books. Today, some of those monuments 
seem more like symbols of a national 
disgrace. 


The silence is broken by jets roaring 


past to and from National Airport, south 
of the city. Beneath their wings lie the 
Washington and Lincoln memorials — 
and, too, the White House and the Water- 
gate complex. In the past year, the 
meaning of the two sets of symbols is 
separated by a chasm. 


However, life goes on. Reporters have 


been scrambling for new angles on the 
Watergate-Rebozo-Agnew scandals for 
months, and they continue to do so. A 
war (or is it peace) simmers in the 
Middle East. In newsstands across 
America, every respectable mass circu- 
lation magazine has slapped Kennedy on 
its cover to remember the assassination 
and to sell magazines. One magazine 
even offers a contest for the best what- 
were-you-dolng-when-he-was-killed mem- 
ory. 


So It is, ten years later, as the memo- 


ries of the Kennedy era slip from our 
minds. Today there's little time to think 
about the man, for his image must com- 
pete with the more immediate picture of 
a former Vice President who was a hy- 
pocritical crook and,a President who al- 
most got impeached last week for acting, 
in part, like a criminal. 


Kennedy's men, like any politicians, 


were no saints. Washington is a center 
for men and women seeking power, and 
everyone seeks that power with their 
own personal style. But if there was 
crime in the White House in the early 
1960s, it was far pettier than what is 
there today. 


If we must criticize the Kennedy era, 


we should assess it as an era in which 
we refused to examine our national mor- 
ality. Today, as scandal follows scandal, 
perhaps by examining polltics-as-usual in 
the 1960s we somehow could have pre- 
vented some of what is happening today. 


Ten years ago, however, the American 


mood differed. A friend tells of picketing 
the White House during the Kennedy

years over some now-forgotten issue. It 
was a cold day, and the student was in- 
vited Into the White House for coffee 
with Presidential aides — and to talk 
and argue about American policy. 


Cynicism suggests that move was a 


public relations political stunt to blunt 
criticisms. But the act typified the Ken- 
nedy era. Kennedy and his men brought 
the country together, but not through a 
political slogan. The Peace Corps best 
exemplified Kennedy's brand of national 
unity. 


Now, of course, Kennedy's reputation 


has suffered the inevitable downfall. His 
golden deeds of foreign policy, it seemed, 
helped produce the Vietnam War. His do- 
mestic policies did little more than pro- 
duce the springboard for the unliked 
Lyndon Johnson, who could change those 
dreams Into at least a partial reality. 
Historians and cold books will make a 
final judgment about Kennedy. 


Kennedy, his dreams and his com- 


passion now sleep beneath a hill over- 
looking Washington. Too seldom does the 
current President, Richard Nixon, ever 
visit Washington. When he does, he may 
be appraised by the shadows of others. 
The comparison is not enviable. 


Next month, Kennedy's death and life 


will be recalled. The differences between 
Jack Kennedy and the man in the White 
House, especially after the past week, 
will not be Ignored.

Nixon not out of danger

WASHINGTON - Moved either by 


concern for the national welfare as he 
says or by an instinct for survival as his 
critics charge, President Nixon last week 
abruptly pulled back from an agonizing 
impeachment fight with an outraged 
Congress. 


His aides in the White House heaved a 


collective sigh of relief. 


By agreeing to obey a federal court 


order to turn over tapes of nine Water- 
gate-related conversations, they believe 
the President went a long way toward 
defusing the move to oust him. 


But some of them concede that he still 


is not out of danger. Strong pressures, 
much of it from his own Republican lead-

orship in Congress, are mounting for him 
to appoint a new special prosecutor in 
the Watergate case. 


According to Al Halg, the former army 


general who replaced H. R. Haldeman as 
Nixon's chief of staff, the President did 
not anticipate the "firestorm of con- 
troversy" that broke over his head with 
the firing of Special Watergate Prose- 
cutor Archibald Cox and the subsequent 
' resignations in protest of Attorney Gen- 
eral Elliot L. Richardson and his chief 
deputy, William D. Ruckelshaus. 


Before the full impact of the reaction 


seeped through the White House, Nixon's 
aides privately were telling newsmen the 
President was aware of the con- 
sequences of his action and prepared for 
an impeachment fight. 


They did not even bother to deny that 


Nixon had reneged on his pledge to both 
Richardson and the Senate to give Cox 
freedom to explore unhindered all ave- 
nues of investigation. 


They simply said that Cox* office had 


mushroomed into a "fourth branch of the 
government" whose continued existence 
had become "intolerable" to the Presi- 
dent. 


Then Cox went on television to explain 


in professorial terms why he had refused 
Nixon's, order to quit suing him for the 
Watergate tapes. He had not refused Nix- 
on's offer for a compromise on the tapes, 
Cox said. Such a judgment was up to the 
court which already had issued an order 
in the case and must determine if the 
order was satisfied. 


Richardson and Ruckelshaus followed 


with calm recitals of their decision to 
leave the government rather than carry 
out the President's orders to fire Cox. 


Then the telegrams and calls came 


pouring into the White House in almost 
unprecedented numbers and virtually all 
were critical of the President. 


The soundings on Capitol Hill by Nix- 


on's congressional liaison men produced 
the same reading. 


Haig later termed this the "trauma" 


and "nightmare" which persuaded the 
President to change his mind. (UPI)

Styled to wear anywhere

Suburbanites, who spend half their 


time In an automobile, cook out of doors 
and nro likely to cat off paper plates as 
china, have changed tho whole fur pic- 
ture. 


Casual and elegant, luxurious and rug- 


ged, today there Is a fur for every li- 
festyle, pockctbook and ago. 


Despite tho fact that consumers are 


balking at tho splrallng costs of food and 
clothing, tho higher prices for furs this 
season don't seem to bother them. In 
fact, according to the American Fur In- 
dustry's projection, this year's retail vol- 
ume should be well over WOO million, for 
the first time since 1W7. 


Retailers In tho Northwest suburbs at- 


test to tho fact reporting that fur sales 
arc up substantially over last year. Fash- 
Ion coordinators In tho area believe that 
tho new contemporary look In furs and 
tho adoptability of tho styles arc the rea- 
son for tho current boom. 


THE RISE IN fur prices, like tho In- 


crease in other costs, Is blamed on tho 
shortage of materials — skins and manu- 
facturing Items. According to reports 
from Industry spokesmen, fur buyers go- 
Ing to market now, to stock their depart- 
ments for Christmas, nro In for big dis- 
appointments. Tho pickings arc slim and 
tho price tags are not. 


Another reason for the shortages, ac- 


cording to Raymond Miller, owner of DCS 
Plalnes Furs, Is tho devalued dollar. 
"Buyers from Japan and Europe aro 
coming to tho United States to purchase 
their fur because tho devalued dollar has 
made It more profitable for them. That 
leaves less for tho buyers hero in tho 
slates," he said. 


Fur Is tho oldest material known, but 


today because of technology, It is tho 
newest. Through advanced techniques, 
furs have been developed that wear bet- 
ter, aro warmer and much lighter than 
over before. New procedures In breeding 
have produced myriad color and effect. 
What has not been accomplished through 
breeding has been done by dyeing, shear- 
ing and tho working of Individual skins 
Into patterns through piecing. 
' THE TIME WHEN Iho necessity for 
fur switched to luxury Is unknown, but 
fur has been Important to almost every 
civilization. In medieval Europe, Italian 
cardinals woro ermine as a symbol of 
purity and English nobles as a sign of 
power. When lower social orders began 
to wear fur, edicts wcro Issued denying 
commoners that right. 


Until tho discovery of America, fur 


cama mostly from northern and central 
Europe. Fur traders opened the United 
States and such cities as Detroit, St. 


Louis and St. Paul got their starts as fur 
trading posts. 


Some 80 countries supply fur, with 


North America offering the greatest va- 
riety. Tho United States has 40 different 
types of Indigenous furs, most Important 
of which arc mink, beaver, muskrat, rac- 
coon, skunk and fox. 


THE JOURNEY which carries pelts 


from the back of an animal to yours is a 
long one. 


Tho cream of tho fur crop ends up in 


auction houses In New York, London, Le- 
ningrad, Montreal, Minneapolis, Wlnne- 
peg, Seattle, Copenhagen, Oslo and 
Stockholm, whcro they are graded and 
sold to buyers and tho procedure begins. 


Dressing a fur Is a complicated, pains- 


taking process. Tho skins ore scraped, 
washed and soaked In chemical solu- 
tions, then tho oils aro reapplied to make 
tho skins soft and pliable. Next they are 
put through Innumerable cleanings In 
drums filled with sawdust, followed by a 
boating and combing of the hair. Finally 
tho fun aro plucked, sheared, dyed 
and/or bleached. Dyers and dressers aro 
often called tho magicians of the fur 
trade. They arc experts at improving the 
appearance, uniformity and value of fur 
with secrets they guard with passion. 


FUR MANUFACTURING is one of the 


last industries to remain a handicraft. 
Fur workers aro a lifetime In the making 
and according to Miller, "they are a 
dwindling breed In this country." 


Once the fur has been processed, there 


aro many moro people Involved and 
steps to be taken. 


After tho fashion designer dreams up 


a stylo and sketches It, the pattern 
maker executes the design on paper, 
then canvas. 


Next, it goes to tho cutter who slices 


the pelts to conform to the designer's 
concept. This Is the most Intricate step in 
production. To let out a mink, for ex- 
ample, tho cutter slices every skin into 
diagonal strips \'\ to 1/16 of an Inch wide. 
These aro sown together to make a long 
narrow strip that will run from the gar- 
ment's collar to tho hem — thousands of 
scams In a supple line. 


MOVING CLOSER to the finished- 


product, tho operator sews the pelts to- 
gether In a uniform pattern; tho nailer 
wets, nails or staples the sections down 
to dry In permanent shape; the closer 
sows all sections together; and the finish- 
er lines tho garment, sews on buttons, 
hooks and loops. Finally, the garment Is 
inspected for fit and quality. 


That's all there Is to it. It's amazing 


after all that work that furs don't cost 
moro than they do, but they do cost a 
bundle and should be chosen with care. 


The most important consideration in 


selecting a fur is where and how you will 
wear it. Short-haired furs are, as a rule, 
sturdier than long-haired furs. However, 
quality will hove much to do with longev- 
ity. 


Some universal marks of excellence 


are bright luster, uniform color, dense 
fur, silky texture and soft pliable leather. 


THE 1952 FEDERAL Fur Labeling Act 


was passed tp protect consumers and 
merchants against deception and unfair 
competition resulting from mlsbrandlng, 
false or deceptive advertising or false In- 
voicing. Tags on all furs must include 
the true English name of the fur, fur ori- 
gin, processing procedures and identi- 
fication if the fur has been remodeled or 
Is secondhand. 


A fur coat is a work of art and to keep 


It that way, here are a few tips from the 
American Fur Industry on how to care 
for it. 


—Never leave fur near heat because it 


causes both the fur and the leather to 
become brittle. 


—Never comb or brush fur, just shake 


it out. 


—Try not to wear heavy jewelry where 


It will rub against the fur. 


—If furs get damp, hang them to .dry 


in a cool place with circulating air — not 
in a closet. A little rain or snow will not 
injure a fur if this drying procedure is 
adopted promptly. If the fur is soaked 
through, however, take It Immediately to 
a furrier for proper treatment. 


—USE BROAD-SHOULDERED hang- 


ers and allow space to prevent the fur 
from being crushed or creased. 


—Never mothproof furs with chemical 


sprays., 


—Have furs cleaned regularly and only 


by a specialist. 


—Protect furs during warm weather 


from moths and other insects by placing 
in storage vaults where the temperature 
and humidity are constant and fumiga- 
tion is offered. 


—Have small rips and tears repaired 


immediately. 


—Don't pin flowers or jewelry on your 


furs. 


—Never put perfume directly on furs. 


Tho alcohol will dry out the leather and 


, stiffen tho guard hairs. 


—Don't store furs in plastic bags. Air 


cannot circulate and the leather will dry 
out.

Almost 10 years ago President Johnson 


changed the name of Cape Canaveral to 
Cape Kennedy. On Oct. 10 of this year, 
the Federal Committee on Geographic 
Names changed it back. It seems the 
people around the area preferred the 
original name to the extent that they got 
their preference. 


I hove to admit to having been a little 


unsettled about this. After all it took me 
five years to stop calling the place Cape 
Canaveral. Now I assume it will take me 
at least six — because I'm older — to 
stop calling it Cape Kennedy. In seven or 
eight years, I'm likely to be calling it 
Cape Kendavcral, preparing 'nervously 
for another possible change. 


IN SPITE OF my feelings of reserva- 


tion, however, I am most grateful that 
nobody is Up There right now, having 
been launched from Cape Kennedy only 
to find it isn't there when it is time to 
come back. 


Some of my relatives tell of a man in 


their neighborhood who lived on Craw- 
ford Avenue. He went to work the day 
the street's name was changed to Pu- 
laski Road and never returned home. 
Part of the family insists that the name 
change had nothing to do with his failure 
to return. But others maintain that they 
saw him on the bus that day. Uncertain 
and a bit bewildered, he rode past his 
stop. Where he eventually got off, no one 
knows. 


In a way I understand how the Cape 


Canaveral-Kennedy-Canaveralltles must 
have felt the first time the name was 
changed. I was away from Chicago for 
a period which included the change of 
Congress Expressway' to Elsenhower and* 
Northwest Expressway to Kennedy. By 
the time I came back, Chicago area 
people were comfortable with the new 
names while I was familiar only with the 
old. 


FOR A SHORT time I resisted the 


change just because it WAS a change 
and unfamiliar to my ears. It occurred to 
me then that the name of something 4s a 
very important part of what makes it fa- 
miliar. 


It is reassuring, however, to know that 


there is a committee to study this- and 
make recommendations on a federal lev- 


el. It is an improvement over the subdi- 
vision in the town where I grew up that 
had streets named after the developer's 
wives. We all used to laugh about that. 
But at least, when he changed spouses, 
he didn't change the street names. It 
may have been part of his plan to keep 
adding new sections, but I prefer to be- 
lieve it was just because he understood 
the game of the name.

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Growing old. . . 


. . . can be hell in rural areas; 6I could die and 


not be found for days,' says Colorado resident

OAK CREEK, Colo. - When Esther 


Lewis was younger, settling down from a 
brief career in vaudeville, she thought 
the Colorado Rockies would be an ideal 
place to live out her life. 


Now that she's old, however, has a 


bum leg, has cramps in the arm and 
needs help she can't get, the mountains 
are not so lovely as they are looming. 
"Stuck away like this," she says, "why, 
I suppose I could die and not be found 
for days." 


Mrs. Lewis is 72. She lives at the end 


of a barracks-like row of weathered 
apartments In this community of 500 
people. Her husband died years ago. 
Most of her friends are gone. Her neigh- 
bors give little indication they know she 
exists. She is lonely, isolated, ignored 
and, most of all, vulnerable. 


"Once I had to go into Denver to get a 


brace for my leg. There is r.o train so I 
made it down to the highway to catch the 
bus. It's 150 miles to Denver and with 
my leg and all it was very uncomfor- 
table. Then when I got there I had to 
carry my own bag. I asked a policeman 
for help and he turned away. My cab- 
driver said he didn't like picking up 
handicapped people. Oh, it was an awful 
trip. But I haven't any choice, living out 
here." 
MRS. LEWIS is not unlike hundreds of 


thousands of other rural elderly. Not 
many of them have any choice. Only one 
or two per cent of Americans move when 
they reach retirement age; thus, not able 
to seek out anything better, they must 
rely on their communities for old-age as- 
sistance. And In many instances, in rural 
America, there isn't any assistance. 


Growing old anywhere has its prob- 


lems. But growing old In rural America 
can be severely difficult. Oak Creek is a 
good example. One of four communities 
which make up a region known as South 
Routt County, it has neither the time nor 
money to help its aged. Once a mining 
center, Oak Creek almost folded (In the 
1950s) when its coal Industry did. It hung 
on, to some extent, because many of the 
older citizens had nowhere else to go. 


Says Margaret Rossi, wife of a local 


rancher: "The usual things happened 
here. The tax base fell away. Young 
people started moving out. Existing ser- 
vices went to pot. When our one doctor 
retired we couldn't get a replacement. It 
became difficult to make it around here, 
for the old people especially." 


As it happened, the old people made up 


a significant part of the population. The 
old-young population ratio in America is 
1 to 10 (20 million to 210 million), but the 
ratio in rural America is often 1 to 5. In 
South Routt County, for a time, says 
Mrs. Rossi, 26 per cent of the people 
were over 65. 


MRS. ROSSI tried to organize some re- 


lief for the elderly. She Instituted a tele- 
phone reassurance system where every 
retired person in the area was called 
daily. She organized a transportation 
fleet to get the aged back and forth (the 
nearest hospital here Is 40 minutes from 
Oak Creek). 


"Actually, what I did was to try to get 


everybody interested in helping the old 
people. We didn't have any community 
money to begin grand schemes, but we 
had people. I figured If all the people got 
together, young and old, we could do a 
lot for one another." 


A nice thought. Unfortunately, it was 


not shared by the majority. Mrs. Rossi 
found some numbing cases of helpless 
old people — "I insisted on taking one

ESTHER LEWIS' problems with the 
outside world begin at the door of 


lady to the hospital and she passed blood 
clots right in my car, and then she just 
went unconscious" — but she could find 
little public support. 


"People just couldn't care less. I don't 


know why that is. I guess it's just inborn 
in them that out here everybody has to 
fend for themselves. People in the moun- 
tains hate charity, you know, and any 
time you try to help them they think it's 
charity. Even the old people feel this 
way." 


Mrs. Rossi says most old people sub- 


scribe to a stark code: They go over the 
hill quietly, never complaining, never re- 
questing. "Even when I was able to help 
someone, they always insisted on recip- 
rocating. They'd give me something for 
the favor. That's the way they are." 


Fortunately for this sense of rugged in- 


dividualism, as well as minimizing suf- 
fering among the old, things have begun 
to pick up economically in South Routt. 
Money being spent for the development 
of nearby Steamboat Springs (a skiing 
area) is creating area-wide jobs. Young 
people are once again coming in. Oak 
Creek has been promised a new ambu- 


her barracks-like apartment in Oak 
Creek, Colo. 


lance. A full-time doctor is expected to 
occupy the local clinic. In addition, Mar- 
garet Rossi's pleas for mercy have sunk 
in a little: 


"THE GAME WARDEN no longer 


throws the confiscated meat away. He 
gives it to me and I in turn pass it on, 
very discreetly, to the old folks." 


Still, the elderly here, as in many other 


ports of rural America, are shamefully 
neglected. Esther Lewis for one. Even 
revitalized, Oak Creek continues to for- 
get the lady's alive. 


"The worst thing," she says, "is I 


can't leave my apartment. There's no 
one to take me. I used to try to get 
around by myself, hi the summer, but 
now I can't even do that. There are all 
kinds'of dogs outside my door. I'm afraid 
one would knock me down." 


She sighs, then points to her rigidly 


braced leg. And though she does not sa; 
it, Esther Lewis must sometimes won 
der, in this careless world: if she wa 
knocked down would any of her other 
wise occupied neighbors bother to pickr 
her up?

. . . can be 'second adolescence' for elderly living 


in a 'commune' of peers, says Coast sociologist

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BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - Isolated 


senior citizens "die sociologically before 
they die biologically," according to a 
University of California sociologist who 
suggests they would lead happier lives in 
"old age communes." 


Dr. Arlie Hochschild studied a senior 


citizens public housing project in San 
Francisco she refers to as Merrill Court. 
Her object in studying the residence was 
to disprove a "theory of disengagement" 
which sne says "held sway" in the 1960s. 


The theory of disengagement holds 


that as a result of biological and socio- 
logical factors the elderly choose to limit 
friendships and acquaintances and are 
satisfied with this isolation. Dr. Hochsch- 
ild says the theory seems to legitimize a 
"disconcern for the problems of old 
age." 


FROM HER STUDY she found that 


isolation, loneliness and feelings of use- 
lessness largely disappeared when old 
persons lived in a community of their 
peers. 


"Old people who rely on chance en- 


counters with bank clerks or nurses for 
emotional sustenance die sociologically 
before they die biologically," she said. 


She described Merrill Court as a 


"beehive of activity," with meetings of a 


service club, bowling morning workshops 
for charitable projects, Bible study- 
classes, monthly birthday parties and 
visits to four nearby nursing homes. 


The residence, funded with local, state 


and federal funds, boused 43 persons, 
mostly widows, averaging 68 years of 
age, who were mobile and self-sufficient 
and who earned less than $3,000. Each 
resident lived in a single apartment with 
a kitchen. 


DR. HOCHSCHILD SAID, "Having a 


community of peers or friends your own 
age actually strengthens your relation- 
ship with your family." She said she 
f o u n d that Merrill Court dwellers 
frequently visited or were visited by 
their families. 


If they didn't live in such a socially 


active community, she said, they would 
be much more dependent on their fami- 
lies and that dependency would "dis- 
locate" or change the equal and benefi- 
cial relationship they had. 


Dr. Hochschild also noted a study by 


San Francisco sociologist Irving Rossow 
which disagreed with the "stay young — 
live with young people" theory. 


She said Rossow's study showed that 


old people living in an all senior citizens 
community had more friends, saw their 


friends more and were more satisfied 
with their social lives than those living in 
housing projects with all ages. 


COMMUNITIES SUCH as 
Merrill 


Court also give the elderly "sibling rela- 
tionships," the sociologist said, "mean- 
ing similarity and equality and indepen- 
dence in contrast to the parent-child type 
of bond most often found in institutional 
care." 


She said a second kind of adolescence 


also is provided by a community such as 
Merrill Court because older people have 
more freedom when they are in a group 
of their peers. 


"In a society that raises an eyebrow at 


those who do not act their age, this sub- 
culture encourages the old to dance, to 
sing, to flirt and joke. What's more, they 
can talk frankly about death in a way 
less common between the old and 
young," she said. 


Dr. Hochschild said old age commu- 


nities of the Merrill Court type are rare 
and she is concerned about old people 
who do not have access to a community 
of their peers. 


"They arc the ones who suffer the qui- 


etly devastating isolation of old age," she 
said.

Neither rain nor coljl nor wet grounds 


could keep Fremd, Maine East and Arnle 
Jackson from their appointed rounds Sat- 
urday. 


Those ore tho names that have been 


the big stories in area cross country all 
fall, so It was fitting that they came 
away with the big honors in the Fremd 
Sectional meet held at Union 76 Oil Co. 
grounds in meet far from Ideal for run- 
ning. 


The weather seemed to hamper every- 


one's performance somewhat, but it was 
the host Vikings who pushed five runners 
into tho chute among the first 35 In a 
field of well over 100 with 16 teams. 
Fremd finished with 122 points to 129 for 
Maine East and 158 for Evonston, the 
third and final team qualifier.

Suburban story: Bribery scandal in Hoffman 
Estates 


by HOB CASEY 


The scandal of imburbia started to unfold la.it week with the 


indictment of six former officiate of Hoffman Estates and one 
of the developers who helped transform the village from 
farmland to a municipality of more than 30,000 In two dec- 
ades. 


Named in a 23-count federal Indictment that included bribe- 


ry and Income tax charges Merc two former village mayors 
— Roy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Finger — and former 
trusted Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Also Indicted were Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's largest Independent homcbulldcr, and former 
State flop. Bernard Pcskln. D-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning. 


"This Is the first In what will he a scries of actions in- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Ally. James Thompson 
.said Friday in announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban Investigation Is 
now going ahead full steam." 


THE: KICK? defendants arc accused of taking part in a 


bribery scheme that resulted in the October, I960, approval of 
the controversial MO million Harrington Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. The Indictment is only 
a formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
Innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unlndlctcd co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullbcrg, u vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncllng of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskln to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given Immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-in, first-out" policy, Thompson said, because he came 
forward to provide information. 


The federal probe in Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges In what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing and rezonlng huge areas for de- 
velopment are being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities Is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents Is on 
a much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling Investigation and is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time in the next several weeks. 


Kaufman and Broad's response to its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges Involve substantial cmbarassment 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said in a statement. 


"We hope others in our industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid in eliminating the corruption which has plagued

It's n scvcn-to 10- 
year solution to what the village will do 
with Its garbage."

Alt activities of the club arc financed 
through members dues, she said, with 
any additional money being donated to 
community projects.

should share in the responsibility for dis- 
posing of Us solid waste. 


Once the landfill Is no longer in oper- 


ation, Larson said eight to 10 acres of the 
site probably will bo donated to the vil- 
lage for use as a park. The village mas- 
ter plan calls for Industrial development 
on the remaining property. 


Goodwin told village officials the land 


fill would be operated in compliance with 
local, state and federal regulations. 
Browning-Ferris operates more than 60 
sanitary landfills in the United States 
and Canada and is well qualified in the 
field of solid waste disposal, he said. 


"We're not going to create an eyesore 


here in any way," Goodwin said. "We 
want to be an asset, an attribute, not a 
detriment to the community." 


Goodwin said a properly designed and 


operated sanitary landfill offers the most 
economical and environmentally accept- 
able solid waste disposal method avail- 
able. 


A NUMBER OF precautions would be 


taken, Goodwin sold, to prevent the land- 
fill from becoming "a public nuisance or 
health hazard." At the end of each day, 
garbage ulll be spread, compacted and 
covered with at least six Inches of dirt. 
Thus, flics, birds, mosquitoes and ro- 
dents will not be attracted to the landfill. 


The area being worked on will be sur- 


rounded by a portable fence to prevent 
loose paper from blowing off the site. In 
addition, Goodwin said workers at the 
landfill will collect scattered refuse each 
day and deposit It In the landfill. 


Larson snld all regulations pertaining 


to landfills will be obeyed or the village 
ulll seek to revoke the operator's license. 
"The village wonts good waste manage- 
ment control on the site," he said. 


Goodwin said no trash will be burned 


nt the site, thus preventing air pollution 
and unpleasant odors. Dust would also be 
kept to a minimum. A bcrm would bo 
constructed around tho landfill so it can- 
not be seen from outside the site. 


SOIL TESTS prior to selection of the 


proposed site show that surface and sub- 
surface water supplies will be unaffected 
by tlio landfill, Goodwin said. Sanitary 
sowers would be Installed under the land- 
fill to catch rainwater running through 
the trash. The sewers would prevent It 
from entering the ground and con- 
taminating the water supply. 


Vents would also be installed at the 


landfill to allow the escape, of methane 
gas. Tho flammable gas is formed when 
garbage decomposes. 


Goodwin said the proposed site was 


chosen because It is geologically suited 
for a landfill and is also somewhat Iso- 
lated from residential areas. Horatio 


Gardens, an unincorporated subdivision, 
however, Is near the site. Goodwin said 
the landfill would not damage property 
values or create other hardshlqs for 
those homeowners. 


THE EXTENSION of Busch Road, east 


to Decrflcld Road, Goodwin said, will 
provide easy access for trucks dumping 
trash at the site. He said vehicles will be 
covered to prevent trash from blowing on 
the street before they get to the landfill. 


After each section of the site is filled, 


the area will be contoured so it is suit- 
able for recreation, Goodwin said. Trees 
and shrubs will be planted to give the 
area an attractive appearance, he added, 
an attractive appearance, he added. 


If the village board approves the pro- 


posed landfill, Goodwin said his firm will 
allow* the village to dump trees and other 
debris there at no cost. 


Village Pros. Gary Armstrong said he 


will appoint a special committee next 
week to study the proposal and make 
recommendations to the village. 


Before the site can be annexed to the 


village, it must connect with the existing 
corporate boundaries. Since the site is 
not contiguous at the present time, prop- 
erty between It and the corporate limits 
must be annexed first.

Stan Crosland, park director, said Fri- 


day he is hopeful the pool will be com- 
pleted this week, so swim classes can 
begin. Since the classes will start late, 
Crosland said they will run Into Christ- 
mas vacation. "The kids will not be the 
losers," he said. "The classes will run 
the full length they were planned." 


The park board made the decision to 


withhold payment Thursday night at its 
regular meeting. Board members ap- 
proved the 10th payment of $36,111 to 
Prltscher and Erbach, but directed Cros- 
land to withhold it until work has been 
completed. The vote was 3-2. 


Park Board Pres. Eugene Muryn and 


Comr. William Kiddle said they opposed 
approving the expenditure before work is 
completed. They both favored removing 
the payment from the warrant and con- 
sidering it in two weeks. 


COMR. JOSEPH SETTANNI termed 


the contractor's performance "unprofes- 
sional," but said the park board should 
"demonstrate good faith" by making the 
payment within the next two weeks If the 
pool is completed. 


Kiddle, however, said the delays were 


"inexcusable" and said the contractor 
owes the residents of the village an ex- 
planation on why the pool Is not finished. 


Although the park district requested a 


representative from Prltscher and Er- 
bach attend Thursday night's meeting, 
none was present. The 
representative 


was asked to attend to explain the reason 
.for the delays.

Charles Erbach Sr., of Pritscher and 


Erbach, said Friday his firm has had 
problems gottlng subcontractors in to do 
work on the pool.

Erbach said the plumbing contractor

TUB IOK program stresses gearing Instruction to fit the 


needs and capabilities of ench child. Students arc given a set 
of rbjrctlvei In each subject area and are allowed to work 
touard (he coals at their own rate. 


Parents received objectives for their educational experi- 


ence, too They wero asked to complete a scries of learning 


activities designed to enable them to evaluate the IGE pro- 
gram by the end of the day. 


Some of the learning activities included examining the 


child's lessons in each class and the instructional materials 
used, observing him as he participated In discussion, doing 
some of his assignments with him, and accompanying him to 
the library for research. 


Each teacher explained the material covered In his class 


and the evaluation procedure used In place of regular letter 
grades. Parent assignments were reviewed by Instructors in 
the same manner as student work is judged. 


AS PART OF the program, to help parents understand the 


child's total school experience, mothers and fathers were 
asked to change classes with their children, open lockers, cat 
lunch in the cafeteria and participate in recess. 


Most parents said they approved of the IGE program be- 


fore visiting the school and seeing it In action only strength- 
ened their support. 


Howard Falk, an administrator in a west suburban school 


district, said he was in favor of IGE because he had seen 
"what happens in a strictly structured school " 


Explaining, Falk said, "Basically, the IGE program i/i re- 


lating to a child on the level that he is functioning, instead of 
aiming at everyone at the same time. All children don't learn 
the same thing at the same time." 


Falk added that to him, the fact that his daughter is hnppy 


and likes school is evidence that the IGE program is effec- 
tive.

I 
think it shows the program is working." 


ANOTHER PARENT, Janet Schroedocr, said she found the 


parent experience "very informative" and feels she now will 
be able to give her child more help nt home. "When my 
daughter has trouble, I'll be able to help her because now I 
know what they're trying to accomplish," she said. 


Another parent said she particularly liked the team teach- 


ing in the IGE program. Instructors cover the subjects they 
are most knowledgeable about rather than one teacher han- 
dling all lessons. 


*'I think it helps teachers in weak areas because they coop- 


erate with each other. It makes them all stronger," said 
Monica Gallicho. 


Coming back to the classroom after several years' absence, 


one mother said she was surprised at the level of material 
being covered in the fifth grade. 


"The work is a little more difficult than I remember," said 


Donna Cole. "But then, everything is so much faster these 
days." 


COMMENTING ON how well the parents handled their as- 


signments, Jean Dunlop, science teacher, said some were 
pretty good students, some were not. 


"They're Just like the kids," she laughed. "Some are real 


go-getters and they're anxious to complete the activities and 
others just observe, but that's okay. We really requested that 
they come in so that they could sec their child in action and 
how the IGE program is implemented "

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E. Maine teachers 
accept contract; 
no strike today

East Maine Elementary School teach* 


era last night unanlmou.ily ratified a con- 
tract agreement ending n 13-month con- 
tract dispute with the Dlst. G3 Board of 
Education. 


A tentative settlement was reached 


early Sunday morning after a nine-hour 
session between board and teachers' 
union bargaining teams. Teachers had 
threatened to strike today If no settle- 
ment was reached over the weekend. 


Doard Pros. Irene Luck termed the 


agreement "very sound." but declined to 
give specifics until teachers ratified the 
contract. She snld both sides mode ad- 
justments In the agreement during the 
weekend negotiating sessions. 


IIKNIIY O'NEILL, president of the 


East Maine Education Association, said 
the contract "looks good" and is a 
"groat beginning to making the district 
more alive." 


"It looks like n very good beginning to 


a cooperative working arrangement be- 
tween tho board and teachers," ho said. 


The agreement ratified by tho teachers 


lays the ground rules for future contract 
negotiations, including recognition of the 
EMEA, a grievance procedure and 
teachers' right* to take part in discussion 
of staff reduction. 


A two-year contract on salaries and fi- 


nancial fringe benefits was agreed to last 
year. 


O'NEILL NOTKt) that there arc no 


provisions for a no-strike or no-reprisals 
guarantee In tho agreement. Ho snld 
lonelier* didn't ask for a no-reprisals 
clause and refused to agree to a no-strike 
clause. 


The 01.it. 6.1 board last week authorized 


Its attorney to Investigate the possibility 
of dismissing union leaders for encour- 
aging last week's "Chalk Dust Flu" 
day. 


Teacher union officers have denied any 


part In the "sick day" which saw more 
than -to per cent of the district teachers 
reporting absent on Thursday. 


"If they want to do anything about the 


buttons or our talking to tho parents, 
that's their choice," O'Neill said. "We 
did what we did and that was that — we 
did avoid n strike." Another union officer 
said that teachers reserve the right to 
strike If the board "gives us any prob- 
lem;)" with reprisals. 


Mm. Luck said she didn't know wheth- 


er the (Man) would continue to in- 
vestigate grounds for dismissal of union 
leaden for "encouraging, conspiring and 
promoting" n withholding of services. 


"This Is the llrst time It's ever hap- 


pened — we've never had It before," she 
said.

.SETTLEMENT In the contract dispute 


hinged on four Items — discussions on 
staff reduction, in-service workshops, 
grievance procedures and staff hours. 
The board has maintained that many of 
these items are board prerogatives and 
therefore non-negotiable.

said the teachers "more or less offered a 
package on the four items and the school 
board nibbled, bit and took it."

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City loses mushroom farm to Mount Prospect

A 4',3-year legal dispute was resolved 


In one hour Friday as a Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court judge awarded a former 
mushroom farm at the southwest corner 
of Dempster Street and Elmhurst Road 
to the Village of Mount Prospect. 


Judge F. 
Emmctt Morrlsscy 
in- 


validated on a legal technicality an ear- 
lier annexation of tlio eight-acre parcel 
by the City of DCS Plaincs. 


The ruling brought to an abrupt end 
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one of the longest standing boundary 
fights between the two neighboring 
towns. 


KENROY INC., Skokle, which was 


caught In the middle of the fight, an- 
nounced plans to begin construction of an 
apartment complex on the former mush- 
room farm site "as soon as we con." 
Eleven 2'i-story buildings containing 198 
units ore contemplated. 


DCS Plaincs City Atty. Robert DlLeo- 


nardl said he would confer with the city 
council over whether to lodge an appeal. 


However, because Judge Morrlssey's 


ruling was based on an appellate court 
precedent, an appeal Is not likely. 


The judge threw out Des Plalnes' 1968 


annexation of the Kenroy property be- 
cause its annexation ordinance — the le- 
gal document officially bringing the 
property Into the city — failed to extend 
the city's boundaries to the far sides of 
Dempster Street and Elmhurst Road, 
which adjoin the mushroom farm. 


ATTORNEY JACK Slegel, represent- 


ing the Village of Mount Prospect, cited 
a Lake County case in which the appel- 
late court Invalidated an annexation by 


the Village of Green Oaks on similar 
grounds. 


If Judge Morrissey had not accepted 


the Green Oaks precedent, Siegel In- 
dicated he was prepared to show that 
DCS Plalnes and Kenroy officials had an 
Informal understanding that the annexa- 
tion of the former mushroom farm would 
be contingent on Kcnroy's receiving mul- 
ti-family zoning. 


Because the ensuing annexation agree- 


ment did not deal with the zoning of the 


property, Slegel argued, the annexation 
should be "extinguished." 


With the judge's dismissal of the Des 


Plaines annexation, the property auto- 
matically became part of Mount Pros- 
poet, which had annexed it 11 months af- 
ter Des Plalnes. 


MOUNT PROSPECT had been ap- 


proached by Kenroy officials after Des 
Plalnes had annexed the property but 
failed to give it multi-family zoning. 
Mount Prospect village officials com- 
plied with Kenroy's request for annexa- 


tion and zoning in March of 1969, touch- 
Ing off the lawsuit. 


Judge Morrissey heard arguments and 


rendered his decision after meeting with 
attorneys from Mount Prospect and Des 
Plaines in his Civic Center chambers for 
just one hour. 


The Kenroy attorney, Bernard M. Pes- 


kin, also was present, but did not take 
sides in the border dispute. "All we want 
to do is start building tomorrow," he 
said. 


Drop charges temporarily in stabbing of neighbor 


C h a r g e s have been temporarily 


dropped in the case of a* Des Plaincs 
man accused of stabbing a neighbor 
during a quarrel last July. 


Benito Flores, 45, of 173 River Rd., 


pleaded innocent to the aggravated as- 
sault charge and Associate Judge Simon 
Porter ordered the count stricken Thurs-' 
day for lack of witnesses hi Des Plaines 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Flores was arrested July 29 after po- 


lice said he stabbed his neighbor, Ruben 
Contreres, also of 173 River outside 
Flores' apartment. 


According to reports at the time, a 


scuffle between the two began when Con- 
treres asked Flores to turn down his ra- 
dio. A shoving match reportedly followed 
and Contreres was stabbed twice in the 
chest. 


A building resident saw the wounded 


Contreres lying outside the apartment 


and called police. Contreres was released 
from Holy Family Hospital six days after 
the incident. 


Flores was also arrested in April of 


1972 in connection with the stabbing of 
his son, Daniel, 21 and another youth 
during a family quarrel. 


Charges of aggravated battery and ag- 


gravated assault were later reduced to 
disorderly conduct and Flores was fined 
$40 after pleading guilty. 


Suburban story: Bribery scandal in Hoffman 
Estates

Tho scandal of suburbia started to unfold last week with the 


indictment of six former officials of Hoffman Estates and one 
of the developers who helped transform the village from 
farmland to a municipality of more than 30,000 In two doc- 
adc.s. 


Named in a 23-count federal indictment that included bribe- 


ry nml Income lax charges were two former village mayors 
— Roy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Pingcr — and former 
trustees Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Also Indicted were Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's largest Independent homcbulldcr, and former 
State Rep. Bernard Pcskin, 0-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cosh bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning. 


"This is the first in what will be a scries of actions In- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
said Friday in announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban Investigation is 
now going ahead full steam." 


TIIK KKillT defendants arc accused of taking part in a 


bril>ery schcmo that resulted in the October, I960, approval of 
the controversial $00 million Barrington Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. Tlic Indictment Is only 
a formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
Innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unindictcd co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullberg. a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncling of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskin to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given Immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"flrst-in, first-out" policy. Thompson said, because he come 
forward to provide Information. 


The federal probe in Hoffman EstatesTvos disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges in what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing and rezoning huge areas for de- 
velopment arc being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities is Wheeling, where tho in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents is on 
n much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


mapping up one phase of the Wheeling investigation and Is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time in the next several weeks. 


vKaufman and Broad's response to its indictment may be an 


Indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges involve substantial cmbarassment 


for the company, wo believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our Industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said in a statement. 


"We hope others In our industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid in eliminating the corruption which has plagued

Voters may decide 
city government 


Residents may be asked to vote on 


changing to a new form of city govern- 
ment In tho April, 1974 municipal elec- 
tion. 


Tho city code and judiciary committee 


of the DCS Plalncs City Council Is in- 
vestigating various forms of municipal 
government with the Wen of "presenting 
It to tho voters by the next election," 
according to Alan Abrams, chairman. 


The committee met last week to lay 


tho ground rules for gathering data. 
They have been charged to make a rec- 
ommendation on whether the city main- 
tain Its present form of government with 
a full-time mayor, or change to another 
form — such as a part-time mayor and 
full-time professional administrator. 


"Wo found out that it will have to In- 


volve a fairly clear study of the whole 
DCS Plalncs government," Abrams said. 
"We will look at such far-reaching issues 
as the number of aldermen we need — 
one or two per ward; whether tho city 
clerk and city treasurer should be elect- 
ed or appointed; and whether the mayor 
should continue to be both the elected 
head of the city as well as tho top admin- 
istrative official." 


ADRAMS SAID those attending the 


meeting, who were mostly city officials, 
agreed a thorough study Is needed. "Our 
input will be entirely subjective. We arc 
going to try to get the views of a variety 
of other governments and what their ex- 


periences have been." 


Questionnaires will go out to city offi- 


cials throughout the state asking that 
they record 
their experiences with 


various forms of government. In addi- 
tion, the committee will invite people to 
speak on pros and cons of the forms. 


Abrams admitted one of the stumbling 


blocks before the council is convincing 
residents that a change in city govern- 
ment is not necessarily taking a step 
backwards. Voters have already rejected 
a referendum which would make the 
mayor's post part-time. 


"There is clearly a lot of misunder- 


standing as to what the issue is here," he 
said. "We are not necessarily trying to 
promote a part-time mayoral system." 


ABRAMS ADDED they will investigate 


having a full-time mayor and a full-time 
city administrator. They will question 
whether future mayors of Des Plalnes 
should be in a political advisory position 
only or whether they should continue 
dealing with the day-to-day maintenance 
of the city. 


"Most everyone (at the meeting) did 


recognize the real significance of moving 
away from the present situation in Des 
Plalnes. We have not only a political 
leader but a day-to-day administrator. 
He not only represents us politically, but 
he has to worry about water, sewers, 
streets and other problems," Abrams 
said. 


Schools adopt 
new sick day, 
button rules 


The East Maine School Dist. 63 Board 


recently approved policies apparently 
aimed at teacher union activities in the 
contract dispute. 


The policies, on sick leaves and staff 


conduct, were passed at the Oct. 16 
board meeting. The sick leave policy 
stipulates that a teacher must submit a 
doctor's note on request of the adminis- 
tration "whenever there appears to be a 
withholding of services in the district." • 


The board resolution on staff conduct 


states that any teachers participating in 
a strike "shall be ... 
deemed to have 


conducted himself in an unprofessional 
manner and thus subject to discharge." 


Striking teachers also will lose pay for 


any work days missed. The board policy 
notes that "any strike or withholding of 
services by a public employe" Is against 
state law. 


THE RESOLUTION also prohibits 


teachers from displaying buttons relating 
to the contract dispute while "In the per- 
formance of duties." Many Dist. 63 
teachers have been wearing buttons say- 
ing "We don't want to strike but..." 


Several teachers have defied the order 


and received official reprimands from 
the board, according to Ken Howenstlne, 
vice president of the East Maine Educa- 
tion Association. Howenstine said he 
wore his button in class "only to break 
the rule" and plans to file a lawsuit 
against the policy. 


The EMEA vice president said several. 


teachers are now wearing their official 
letter of reprimand in place of the strike 
button. 


Building commissioner 
nominee likely Nov. 5 


A final recommendation on a new Des 


Plalnes building commissioner may be 
made at the next city council meeting 
Nov. 5. 


The process will mark the end of more 


than a month of interviewing and re- 
search into seeking a replacement for Al- 
fred Prickett, who announced his resig- 
nation last month. 


Aid. Arthur Erbach (5th), chairman of 


the building control and inspection com- 
mittee, said the group plans to have its 
final recommendation ready to present 
to Mayor Herbert Behrel early next 
week. 


"We will meet Monday to narrow the 


choice to hopefully one person and pre- 
sent the recommendation to the mayor," 
Erbach said. 
• HE INDICATED that the mayor might 
have his final recommendation ready for 
the next city council meeting. Behrel was 
out of town last week and not available 
for comment.

Erbach said between 30 and 35 persons 


had applied for the position. He Indicated 
all of the applicants had been inter- 
viewed by the city personnel director. 


He said the committee interviewed 


nine candidates for the position. He said 
the committee has also spent time re- 
viewing references and the results of in- 
terviews. 


When Prickett announced his resigna- 


tion he indicated he plans to move to Ari- 
zona. He said he would like to leave his 
city position no later than Jan. 1. 


He was appointed to the building post 


in March, 1971. 


WHILE SERVING as building commls-" 


sioner, Prickett was involved in a num-' 
ber of disputes with aldermen and other 
city officials. 


Prickett said he has been disappointed;' 


at the way the multiple-family housing' 
districts are being developed in the city. 
He said he would prefer more greenery 
and open space connected to the proj- 
ccts. 


Prior to serving as building commis- 


sioner, Prickett bad been an alderman in 
the city.

Council to hear paramedic fund plea

A request for $53,000 in next year's city 


budget for a DCS Plalncs paramedic pro- 
gram will be made by Aid. John Seltz 
(7th) at the Nov. 5 meeting of the DCS 
Plalncs city council. 


Scltz, chairman of the city council fire 


committee, began a study of the pro- 
gram earlier this month with fire offi- 
cials and members of the council's 
health and welfare committee. 


Paramedics arc specially trained fire- 


men, who with the aid of drugs and life- 
saving equipment, administer treatment 
to accident and heart attack victims. 


Paramedic programs are ncaring their 


second year of operation In fire depart- 
ments of several Northwest suburban 
communities. 
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SEITZ EXPRESSED concern, how- 


ever, over winning council approval of 
the plan. "The police department has 
been asking for increases in its budget 
and there are n lot of things being asked 
for In the city for next year." 


According to Deputy Fire Chief Donald 


Corey, the $53,000 figure Includes the 
cost of a new ambulance, special equip- 
ment used by the paramedic, training 
costs and additional fire department 
manpower. 


Fire officials have already requested a 


new ambulance for next year but Corey 
said a second ambulance costing $18,000 
will be sought as part of the paramedic 
package. Federal funding of $7,500 may 
be available for the purchase, he said. 


Also Included is the cost of equipment 


used In treating emergency victims as 
well as a communication device through 
which the paramedic keeps in touch with 
doctors at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal In Arlington Heights, the suburban 
base of operations. 


Through radio contact, doctors there 


arc able to Instruct paramedics In treat- 
ment of the victims. 


THE THREE FIRE department ambu- 


lances would need to be outfitted with 
such equipment at a cost of about 
$24,000, according to Corey. 


Training would begin at the pre-. 


requisite level of Emergency Medical 
Technician, which consists of about 100 
hours of classroom Instruction. The ad- 


vanced paramedic instruction requires 81 
additional hours. 


Corey said EMT training would cost 


$50 per man while paramedic instruction 
would run between $70 and $100. A min- 
imum of 15 Des Plalnes firefighters 
would have to take the training to main- 
tain the program on a 24-hour basis in 
the three city fire stations. 


In addition, seven extra firefighters 


would have to be hired for adequate de-. 
partmcntal manpower during paramedic 
training, Carey said.' 


"We can't provide adequate fire pro- 


lection for the city without the needed 
extra manpower for the department," 
Corey told city officials at a meeting last 
Tuesday. 


North Shore high schools want own junior college

Annexation to Oakton Community Col- 


lege is the second choice of representa- 
tives from four high school districts on 
the North Shore who are asking the state 
to place their communities in a commu- 
nity college district. 


As a first choice, North Shore residents 


will ask tho Illinois Community College 
Board to create a new college district 
Ju«t for them. 


According to state law, all areas of Illi- 


nois must be part of a junior college dis- 
trict by August next year and the North 
Shore Is one area without a college. The 
state board will draw a map of Illinois 


placing all communities in a college dis- 
trict and make the map public on Jan. 1. 


LOCAL HIGH SCHOOL boards of edu- 


cation in areas not in junior college dis- 
tricts have until Nov. 30 to pass a resolu- 
tion asking to be placed in a particular 
district or asking the state to form a new 
district. 


Last spring five school districts on the 


North Shore, Evanston, Highland Park- 
Dcerflcld, Lake Forest, Glcnbrook and 
New Trier, formed a combined com- 
mittee to choose a junior college option. 
Lake Forest dropped out of the dis- 
cussions last summer because residents 
have said they do not wont to be part of 


a college district and will pass a referen- 
dum to exclude their community from 
the community college map. 


Representatives 
of the other 
four 


school districts voted Thursday to ask 
the state to create a new college district 
for their communities. Each of them 
added that annexation to Oakton Com- 
munity College would be their second 
choice. 


ANNEXATION of the North Shore to 


Oakton would change the college's future 
enrollment projections, tax revenue, and 
selection of a permanent campus. Oakton 
now operates its programs out of tem- 


porary facilities at 7900 N. Nagle Ave., 
Morton Grove and has been looking for 
land suitable for a permanent campus 
for three years. 


Oakton's district, made up of Maine 


and Niles Townships, is densely popu- 
lated and has only a few sites suitable 
for a campus. The North Shore, however, 
has an abundance of open land and for 
several months Oakton officials were 
hoping they would annex to their district. 
The Oakton board of trustees became im- 
patient with the delay and decided to 
move ahead and select a site in then* 
own district. 
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Suburban story: Bribery scandal in Hoffman 
Estates

The scandal of suburbia started to unfold last \vcck with the 


indictment of six former officials of Hoffman Estates and one 
of the developers who helped transform the village from 
farmland to a municipality of more than 30,000 In two dec- 
ades. 


Named In a 23-count federal Indictment that included bribe- 


ry and Income lax charges were two former village mayors 
— Hoy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Finger — and former 
trustees Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Also indicted were Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's largest independent homcbulldcr, and former 
Stale ftep. Bernard Pcskin, D-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cosh bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning. 


"This Is the first In what Kill be a scries of actions in- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
said Friday in announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban Investigation is 
now going ahead full steam." 


TIIK KIOIIT defendants arc accused of taking port In a 


bribery scheme that resulted in the October, 1068, approval of 
the controversial WO million Barrlngton Square development 
by tlic Hoffman Estates Village Board. Tim indictment is only 
n format accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
Innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unlndlctcd co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullbcrg. a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncllng of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskin to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," sold Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullbcrg 
was given Immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-lri, first-out" policy, Thompson said, because he, came 
forward to provide Information. 


The federal probo in Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges In what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
In size by rapidly annexing and rczonlng huge areas for de- 
velopment ore being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents Is on 
a much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling Investigation and is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time in the next several weeks. 


Kaufman and Broad's response to Its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Althqugh the charges involve substantial 
embarassmcnt 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson Is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our Industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said in a statement. 


"We hope others in our industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid in eliminating the corruption which has plagued

Village flood consultant considered

The village plan commission may rec- 


ommend hiring a special consultant to do 
a stt'-'y on village flood control needs if 
the cost is not prohibitive. 


Members of the commission discussed 


the Idea at last week's meeting. They 
were especially concerned about poten- 
tial flooding In the Industrial park. 


Village Engineer Don Ciaglia, how- 


ever, said the village did not have a 
serious flooding problem. He said he was 
not opposing flood control, but did not 
believe an expensive study was worth- 
while 


Comr. Thomas Hamilton disagreed 


with Claglla, saying the village has not 
had any serious flooding because the 
community has not experienced a severe 
enough rainstorm. 


Several cost estimates were made by 


the commissioners and Claglla, all based 
on past experiences in dealing with flood 
control engineers. Chairman William 
Shannon said he would contact several 
firms to get a cost estimate of a flood 
control study. 


Estimates discussed by the commis- 


sioners ranged from $10,000 to $50,000 
and more. Ciaglia said If a good study 
could be done for about $10,000 he would 
approve of it. However, he said a study 
costing more than that would be wasting 
money. 


DISCUSSION of the study started after 


Joseph Cimino, chairman of the flood 
control committee, said his group needed 
expert assistance in their efforts to 
create a flood control ordinance and a 
flood plan for the village. 


Hamilton said if a "100-year" storm 


occurred, large plants in the industrial 
park would be flooded 


A 100-year storm Is one so severe it is 


expected to occur only once every 100 
years 


Hamilton said the drainage ditch sys- 


tem now used by the park was in- 
adequate 
He said the ditches wsrc 


eroding and silting up, making them in- 
effective for drainage. 


Prior to the discussion on flood control, 


the commission had a public hearing on 
the Centex Homes, Inc., request to allow 
projections into front, side and rear yard 
space 


Centex officials argued that the projec- 


tions were needed to properly finish the 


buildings and would not affect health or 
safety of residents 


AMONG THE items considered as pro- 


jections were gutters, eves, chimneys 
and building overhangs. 


Fire Department Chief Allen Hulctt 


and Lt Charles Hcnric! gave a presenta- 
tion demonstrating that allowing the pro- 
jections into side yards could seriously 
hamper firemen trying to put ladders 
against the building to rescue people. 


Hulctt said the department argued for 


the side yard space requirements several 
years ago when the new villuge zoning 
ordinance was prepared. 


The commission took no action on the 


Centex request. A recommendation will 
be made by the group to the village 
board for final action. 
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Suburb kids 
turn to drugs: 
Outreach head 


"I think people arc formally admitting 


that kids In the suburbs arc having drug 
problems just Ilko those kids in the 
ghettos," said John T. O'Connor at the 
annual convention of the Illinois Associ- 
ation for Mental Health at the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


O'Connor, Director of the Out-Reach 


Center in DuPago County, Friday said 
that suburban teen-agers have the same 
kinds of pressure and suffer the same 
kinds of weaknesses as those who live in 
the city. 


"These kldi have everything," ho said. 


"They're not challenged enough." The 
suburban teen-ager often has his own 
room, access to a car and very little to 
do, he added. 


Money that goes Into eradicating the 


drug problem In the suburbs as well as 
In the city liave often been wasted, 
O'Connor contended, because programs 
do not cope with the problems of Individ- 
tint drug users. "Instead parents ask, 
'what can bo'built for them?' Then they 
complain when the gym or teen center is 
empty." 


o'CONNOlt OAVE several suggestions 


as to how suburban communities can 
form an effective program for teen-agers 
using drugs. 


• Encourage community officials to 


talk to ono another. For example, public 
nld officials should have an open line of 
communication with town officials. 


• Pay attention to the community self 


Imago. "Every community has a history 
and a sense of heritage to cherish," said 
O'Connor. "This will Influence how a 
drug program works." 


• Determine community values. The 


values, such as top education for stu- 
dents arc important to Its citizens. Some- 
times values conflict, so It is best to de- 
termine what values the community 
thinks arc Important and resolve those 
conflicts, ho said. 


• Citizens should know who arc the 


community 
decision-makers. 
"People 


might to know how community inter- 
action comes about," O'Connor sold. 


• Take a look at what drug problems 


exist. Different problems need different 
solutions. The one method that helps ono 
community might not bo effective In an- 
other. 


• Admit the drug problem If there Is 


one. "Honesty is Important. People hide 
behind their affluence and refuse to look 
at the prnlilemi," he said. 


TMK AIH'I.T non-user of drugs often 


needs to reduce Ms own anxiety by cov- 
ering the problem up. "They blame It on 
the hippies or the poor in ghettos, so (hey 
try to buy tho problem away," said 
O'Connor. 


"The mcthadono (drug used to help 


curb heroin addiction) users were given 
as much mcthndonc as they needed, but 
officials didn't try to understand the 
society they live In, the jobs, housing and 
malnutrition." 


The drug problems exist In the suburbs 


and In tho cities, despite the differences 
In jobs, housing, education and wealth. 
"None of us Is immune anymore," 
O'Connor said. "There's no special mag- 
ic In solving the problems."

property and resources. They were writ- 
ten by 100 educators from throughout the 
country and have been used by about 500 
schools In the United States. 


Following the parent meetings a group 


of students, teachers and board members 
will review the results to determine 
whether they agree. The goals will then 
i become a part of an educational plan for 
the future and will be approved by the 
Dist. 211 board' and sent to the state in 
December. 


THE BOARD also agreed to amend the 


district's special education facilities plan 
Thursday night. The district has levied 2 
cents for every $100 of assessed valuation 


of property in the district for the past six 
years for special education facilities and 
will now extend the levy two more years 
raising the amount of special education 
revenue to about $546,000.

— Hoy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Plngcr — and former 
trustees Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Alio Indicted wcro Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's largest Independent homchulldcr, and former 
State Hep. Bernard Pcskln, D-Northbrook. an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning 


"Thli Li the first in what will be a scries of actions In- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
said Friday In announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Kxlatcs officials. "That suburban investigation is 
now going ahead full steam." 


THE EIGHT defendants arc accused of taking part In a 


bribery scheme that resulted in the October, 1060, approval of 
the controversial ISO million Barrlngton Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. The Indictment Is only 
a formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unlndlctcd co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullbcrg, a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncllng of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskln to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "In the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullbcrg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-In, first-out" policy,. Thompson sold, because he came 
forward to provide Information. 


The federal probe in Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges in what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing and rezonlng huge areas for de- 
velopment ore being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities Is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents Is on 
a much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling investigation and Is 
expected to lake action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time in the next several weeks. 


Kaufman and Broad's response to Its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges Involve substantial embarassment 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our Industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said In a statement.

School district pushing bike safety programs

A 9-year-old boy jumps on his big sis- 


ter's bike and flashes down the driveway 
— right Into the path of a moving car. 
, The boy survived the collision with a 
few cuts and bruises but he could have 
died. Among toys, bikes are the most 
deadly. Bikes rank second only to sports 
as the major cause of injuries. 


Attempting to change the steadily in- 


creasing number of bike accidents, 
school districts have started emphasizing 
bicycle safety programs. Palatine-Roll- 
ing Meadows Dist. 15 began an extensive 
program this fall. 


There is no way of measuring the suc- 


cess of the program, said Mylrae 
Rundlc, curriculum director. "We just 
hope there's some transfer value," she 


said. 


She said there 1s a need for the pro- 


gram. "I think we all see youngsters do 
some very unwise things," Mrs. Rundle 
added.

.State Hep. Dcrnard Pcskln, D-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials in return for zoning. 


"This Is the first In what will be a scries of actions in- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
said Friday in announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban investigation is 
now going ahead full steam."

that kids In the suburbs are having drug 
problems just llko those kids In tho 
ghettos," said John T. O'Connor at tho 
annual convention or tho Illinois Associ- 
ation for Mental Health at tho Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


O'Connor. Director of tho Out-Reach 


Center In DuPago County, Friday said 
that-suburban teen-agers have the same 
kinds of pressure and suffer tho same 
kinds of weaknesses as those who live in 
the city. 


"These kids have everything," he said. 


"They're not challenged enough." Tho 
suburban teen-ager often has his own 
room, access to a car and very little to 
do. he added. 


Money that goes Into eradicating the 


drug problem In the suburbs as well as 
in the city have often been wasted, 
O'Connor contended, because programs 
do not cope with tho problems of Individ- 
ual drug users. "Instead parents ask, 
'what can bo built for them?' Then they 
complain when tho gym or teen center Is 
empty." 


O'CONNOR GAVE several suggestions 


ns to how suburban communities can 
form an effective program for teen-agers 
using drugs. 


• Encourage community officials to , 


talk to one another. For example, public 
aid officials should havo an open line of 
communication with town officials.

Image. "Every community has a history 
and a sense of heritage to cherish," said 
O'Connor. "This will Influence how a 
drug program works." 


• Determine community values. Tho 


values, such as top education for stu- 
dents arc Important to Its citizens. Some- 
times values conflict, so It Is best to de- 
termine what values the community 
thinks are Important and resolve those 
conflicts, ho said. 


• Citizens should know who arc tho 


community 
decision-makers. "People 


ought to know how community Inter- 
action comes about," O'Connor said. 


• Tako a look at what drug problems 


exist. Different problems need different 
solutions. Tho one method that helps ono 
community might not bo effective In an- 
other. 


• Admit the drug problem If there Is 


ono. "Honesty Is Important. People hide 
behind their affluence and refuse to look 
at the problems," ho said. 


THE ADULT non-user of drugs often 


needs to reduce his own anxiety by cov- 
ering tho problem up. "They blame It on 
the hippies or tho poor In ghettos, so they 
try to buy tho problem away," said 
O'Connor. 


"The mclhadono (drug used to help 


curb heroin addiction) users were given 
ni much mcthadono as they needed, but 
officials didn't try to understand tho 
society they live In, the jobs, housing and 
malnutrition." 


The drug problems exist In the suburbs 


and In tho cities, despite the differences 
In jobs, housing, education and wealth. 
"None of us Is Immune anymore," 
O'Connor sold. "There's no special mag- 
ic In solving the problems."

Bernard I'eskin, D-Norlhhrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials in return for zoning. 


"This In the first in what will be a scries of actions in- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
.said Friday In announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban investigation is 
now going ahead full steam." 


TIIK EIGHT defendants arc accused of taking part in a 


bribery scheme Hint resulted in the October, 19GII, approval of 
the controversial JflO million Barrlnglon Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. The indictment is only 
n formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
Innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unindlctcd co-conspirator was Edward B. 


Stullbcrg, a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part in the funncling of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskin to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of

against eight defendants charged with 
bribery In connection with the 1968 rezon- 
ing for Harrington Square.

Mrs. Jensen sees little point in taking 


village action against the defendants. "I 
don't know what kind of damages we 
could even seek. You can't put a price on 
your good name," she said. 


Trustee Bruce Llnd was one of the Re- 


form Republican slate that defeated 
members of the Roy Jenkins adminis- 
tration. Although the slate ran on a 
"throw the bums out" ticket," Lind was 
not elated at the indictment. 


"This reflects on all of us, even though 


they were not part of this adminis- 
tration," said Lind. "We don't need this 
type of publicity." 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Cowin is unique 


in that he was already a trustee when 
zoning was granted and is the sole board 
member to remain a trustee today. Cow- 
in now works In the same Starck Realty 
office v.'ith Howard (Jack) Noble, one of 
the defendants. 


"I value Jack as a friend, and it dis- 


tresses me to see him in this position," 
said Cowin. "I would hope he is in- 
nocent." 


"Yet on the other hand, I feel that any- 


body' who betrays the public trust has to 
expect the wrath of the public or its rep- 


resentative," Cowin added. Asked if he 
was surprised by the indictments, Cowin 
said "No, I guess I am not." 


FREDERICK DOWNEY is the only 


past mayor of 14-year-old Hoffman Es- 
tates not under Indictment. While Down- 
ey said he was "really shocked," he de- 
clined to comment further, noting "it 
wouldn't be appropriate to comment 
since there's been an indictment." 


Mayor Virginia Hayter emphasized 


caution in . commenting on the in- 
dictments, noting "they have not been 
proven guilty," she said she was "sick at 
heart because it's come to indictments 
and that.it may have happened." 


NOTING THAT Kaufman and Broad 


still is developing in Hoffman Estates, 
Mayor Hayter said "I don't think a cor- 
poration that big needs to mess with that 
stuff (bribery). The Kaufman and Broad 
officials .that I know now, I would not 
judge to be.the men to do something like 
that."

Mayor Hayter was a member of the 


Dist. 54 board of education when the vil- 
lage approved zoning, and met Bernard 
Peskin in that capacity. "Mr. Peskin 
knows what I think of him. I don't like to 
deal with him, I don't like to be in the 
same room with him," she said. 


Laurel Dulaney, zoning board clerk 


when K & B applied for the rezoning, 
thought it strange that "the zoning board 
would not recommend things, and they 
would pass." 


Laura Reedy, village clerk under Jen-

THE PARENTS-will be asked to eval- 


uate the school's performance in meet- 
ing the educational needs of their chil- 
dren.

The goals Include such Items as the 


development of reading, writing, speak- 
ing and listening skills, use of'leisure 
tune, development of a desire to learn 
both now and In the future, training of 
skills for a specific occupation, and the 
development of pride, good character 
and effective management of money 
property and resources.

'Suburb kids are turning to drugs9 


"I think people are formally admitting 


that kids in the suburbs are having drug 
problems just like those kids in the 
ghettos," said John T. O'Connor at the 
annual convention of the Illinois Associ- 
ation for Mental Health at the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


O'Connor, Director of the Out-Reach 


Center in DuPage County, Friday said 
that suburban teen-agers have the same 
kinds of pressure and suffer the same 
kinds of weaknesses as those who live in 
the city. 


"These kids have everything," he said. 


"They're not challenged enough." The 
suburban teen-ager often has his own 
room, access to a car and very little to 
do, he added. 


Money that goes Into eradicating the 


drug problem in the suburbs as well as 
in the city have often been wasted, 
O'Connor contended, because programs 
do not cope with the problems of Individ- 
ual drug users. "Instead parents ask, 
'what can be built for them?' Then they 
complain when the gym or teen center is 
empty." 


O'CONNOR GAVE several suggestions 


as to how suburban communities can 
form an effective program for teen-agers 
using drugs. 


• Encourage community officials to 


talk to one another. For example, public 
aid officials should have an open line of 


communication with town officials. 


• Pay attention to the community self 


Image. "Every community has a history 
and a sense of heritage to cherish," said 
O'Connor. "This will influence how a 
drug program works." 


• Determine community values. The 


values, such as top education for stu- 
dents are important to its citizens. Some- 
times values conflict, so it is best to de- 
termine what values the. community 
thinks are important and resolve those 
conflicts, he said. 


• Citizens should know who are the 


community 
decision-makers. 
"People 


ought to know how community inter- 
action comes about," O'Connor said. 


• Take a look at what drug problems 


exist. Different problems need different 
solutions. The one method that helps one 
community might not be effective In an- 
other. 


• Admit the drug problem if there is 


one. "Honesty is Important. People hide 
behind their affluence and refuse to look 
at the problems," he said. 


THE ADULT non-user of drugs often 


needs to reduce his own anxiety by cov- 
ering the problem up. "They blame It on 
the hippies or the poor in ghettos, so they 
try to buy the problem away," said 
O'Connor. 


"The methadone (drug used to help 


curb heroin addiction) users were given 
as much mcthndone as they needed, but 
officials didn't try to understand the 
society they live in, the jobs, housing and 
malnutrition." 


The drug problems exist in the suburbs 


and in the cities, despite the differences' 
in jobs, housing, education and wealth.- 
"None of us is immune anymore,"- 
O'Connor said. "There's no special mag-' 
ic in solving the problems."

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Suburban story: Bribery scandal in Hoffman 
Estates

The .scandal of suburbia started to unfold lost week with the 


indictment of six former officials of Hoffman Estates and one 
if the developers who helped transform the village from 
farmland to a municipality of more than 30,000 in two dec- 
ades. 


Named in a 23-count federal Indictment that included bribe- 


ry and Income lax charges were two former village mayors 
— Hoy L. Jenkins and Edward F. Plngcr — and former 
trustee* Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C, Gibson. 


Also indicted were Kaufman and Brand Inc., described as 


the world's largest independent homcbuildcr, and former 
State Itcp. Bernard Pcskln, D-Northbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by the company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials In return for zoning. 


"This li the first in what will he a scries of actions In- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Atty. James Thompson 
said Friday In announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban investigation is 
now going ahead full steam." 


Till': KlfillT defendants arc accused of taking part in a 


bribery scheme that resulted in the October, 1060, approval of 
the controversial WO million Barrington Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Board. The indictment is only 
a formal accusation and the defendants arc by law presumed 
innocent until convicted. 


Named as on unindiclcd co-conspirator was Edward U. 


Slullbcrg. a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part in the tunneling of bribery money disguised 
as legal fees through Pcskln to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-in, first-out" policy, Thompson said, because he came 
forward to provide information. 


The federal probe in Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges in what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing-and rezoning huge areas for de- 
velopment arc being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents is on 
o much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling investigation and is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so for some- 
time in the next several weeks, 


Kaufman and Broad's response to its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges involve substantial embarassmcnt 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said in a statement. 


"We hope others in our industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid in eliminating the corruption which has plagued

The Mount Prospect village-wide blood 


drive is doing much better than even its 
sponsors imagined.

Heights homeowners arc seeking help 
from the Wheeling Township Highway 
Department In removing obstructions 
from McDonald Creek. 


The homeowners, some of whom are 


members of tho Prospect Heights Im- 
p r o v e m e n t Association's McDonald 
Creek 
flood-control 
committee, have 


asked the township highway department 
to cut doun 10 or 12 trees that impede 
the creek's flow In the Country Gardens 
subdivision area. 


Township Highway Comr. Arthur Olsen 


last week said he'd "be happy to help" 
the homeowners if two conditions arc 
met. The first of these Is that he gets a 
legal opinion from his attorney that the 
highway department can legally do the 
work. Olsen said the normal jurisdiction 
would be the Illinois Division of Water- 
ways. 


The second condition, Olsen said, Is 


that all property owners involved must 
sign a waiver of temporary casement, 
permitting his crews to cross their prop- 
erty to get to the trees. 


FttlDAY, Olsen said he had heard 


from the attorney that it uould lie per- 
mlssablc for tbc highway department to 


do the work as it would be "a public 
service." 


Harold Kargenlan, 1012 W. Wlldwood 


Dr., Prospect Heights, has drawn up 
such a waiver for neighbors to sign but is 
waiting for word from Olsen before cir- 
culating the waivers. 


"My neighbors and I have trimmed 


trees In an effort to clean the creek," 
Kargenlan said. But he added they lack 
the needed chain saws to remove some 
of the trees that are blocking the creek's 
flow. The highway department, he said, 
has tho necessary equipment. 


On Wildwood Drive, both west 
and 


north, there has been flooding of over 
two feet In depth after heavy rains. "It 
comes quick and it goes quick," Karge- 
nian said of the flooding. "It is a definite 
health and safety hazard." At least 20 
homes In his area arc affected. 


IN A RELATED matter, Kargcnian 


has asked the Prospect Heights Park 
District to remove or elevate their bridge 
across the creek in Kiwanis Park. Kar- 
gcnian said the bridge, which is just 
south of Palatine Road, catches debris 
when there is heavy rain and thus func- 
tions as a dam. This, he said, creates 
more flooding upstream in the Country 
Gardens subdivision. 


The bridge, which is mode from tele- 


phone poles and plank was Installed last 


July by the park district at a cost of 
about $200. 


Kargcnian has asked the park board of 


commissioners to either relocate the 
bridge or raise it two or three feet. Mem- 
bers of the park board told Kargenian at 
their meeting this week that the park 
district really does not have enough mon- 
ey to build another bridge or raise the 
current one. 


"THE PROSPECT Heights Improve- 


ment Association warned the park dis- 
trict not to put in the bridge," Kargenian 
said. He criticized the bridge as a danger 
for children because guardrails 
have 


never been added to it. 


Kargenian pointed out that everything 


from wood to railroad ties come down 
the creek and they do not always float on 
the surface. He said a child playing at 
the bridge could be struck by a sub- 
merged railroad tie very easily. 


Ron Grcenberg, park district director, 


said guardrails for the bridge are ready 
and will be put up within the next couple 
of weeks, unless it is decided to replace 
the bridge with a new one nearer to Pal- 
atine Road. '

The scandal of suburbia started to unfold last week with the 


irdiclmcnt of six former officials of Hoffman Estates and one 
«f the developers who helped transform the village from 
fnrmlund to a municipality of more than 30,000 in two dec- 
ades. 


Named in n 23-count federal indictment that included bribe- 


ry and Income tnx charges were two former village mayors 
— Hoy L. Jenkins und Edward F. Plnger — and former 
trustees Howard J. Noble, James L. Sloan, Gerard L. Meyer 
and Herbert C. Gibson. 


Also Indicted were Kaufman and Broad Inc., described as 


the world's larRe.it Independent homcbuildcr, and former 
Stale Hep. llcrnard Pcskln, D<Norlhbrook, an attorney alle- 
gedly used by llm company to distribute cash bribes to the 
officials in return for zoning. 


"Thl* Is the first In what will be a scries of actions In- 


volving suburban corruption," U.S. Ally. James Thompson 
3.1 id Friday in announcing the charges against the former 
Hoffman Estates officials. "That suburban investigation is 
now KolnK ahead full steam." 


Till: EIGHT defendants arc accused of taking part In n 


bribery scheme Ihat resulted In the October, laCH. approval of 
the controversial SIM) million Bnrrington Square development 
by the Hoffman Estates Village Hoard. The indictment Is only 
a formal accusation nnd the defendants arc by law presumed 
innocent until convicted. 


Named as an unlndictcd co-conspirator was Edward li. 


Slullbcrg. a vice president of Kaufman and Broad who alle- 
gedly took part In the funncllng of bribery money disguised 
as legal fcc.s through Pcskln to the village officials. 


Thompson, who described the bribes as "in the thousands of 


dollars," said Stullberg will be a witness for the government 
against his former employer and the seven others. Stullberg 
was given immunity from prosecution under his office's 
"first-in, first-out" policy, Thompson said, because he came 
forward to provide information. 


The federal probe in Hoffman Estates was disclosed by the 


Herald last summer, when village records pertaining to Kauf- 
man and Broad as well as other developers were subpoenaed 
by the U.S. grand jury. 


THE INDICTMENTS Friday promise to be the first wave of 


charges In what Thompson described as a "broad pattern" of 
corruption in the suburbs. Communities that have burgeoned 
in size by rapidly annexing and rczoning huge areas for de- 
velopment arc being looked at for similar violations. 


One of those communities is Wheeling, where the in- 


vestigation by FBI and Internal Revenue Service agents. Is on 
a much wider scale, seeking evidence of a systematic pattern 
of shakedowns of builders and developers and of other crimes 
over a period of several years. 


The Herald has learned that Thompson's office is now 


wrapping up one phase of the Wheeling investigation and is 
expected to take action on the evidence gathered so far some- 
time In the next several weeks. 


Kaufman and Broad's response to its indictment may be an 


indication of the pervasiveness of the problem. 


"Although the charges involve substantial embarassment 


for the company, we believe U.S. Attorney Thompson is mak- 
ing a long-range contribution to our industry and the home- 
buying public," the firm said in a statement. 


"We hope others in bur Industry will also work with govern- 


ment to aid in eliminating the corruption which has plagued

A snappy sequence will be uted during 


nonrush hours to avoid long delays. The 
Hjjlit cycle was about 14 minutes Friday 
afternoon, with each traffic lane getting 
about 3» .seconds of green light time. 


During the rush hours, the lights will 


automatically shift to n long sequence In 
order to clear more c.irs through the in- 
tersection. The longer green time will 
menu longer wnlts for stopped motorists. 


In both Instances, however, the lights

near-collisions that have been the rule at 
the intersection. 


THE SIGNALS were Installed by the 


Illinois Department of Transportation 
and are designated "temporary." They 
will be taken out if, and when, the state 
constructs an underpass or overpass at 
the intersection. 


Lanes on Palatine Road arc separately 


controlled in order to allow left turns 
onto Arlington Heights Road. Cars north- 
hound on Arlington Heights Road get an 
earlier green light than southbound cars 
so that they too can make unobstructed 
left turns. 


The need for signals at the busy Inter- 


section had been apparent for some time, 
but because the Intersection was official- 
ly "incomplete" the state refused to 
spend money on traffic controls. 


Then in August, Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh announced that meetings he and 
Village Mgr. L, A. Hanson had had with 
state officials would result in tempo- 
rary signals being put up. 


TEMPORARY LIGHTS have also been 


put up at New Wilke and Algonquin 
roads, though they have not yet been 
turned on. Arlington Heights and Rolling 
Meadows arc sharing the $10,600 cost of 
the signals. 


Arlington Heights also hopes to get 


agreement with the state for traffic 
lights at Kennlcott and Rand roads, and 
White Oak and Arlington Heights Road. 


The village board has already agreed

ing hours be limited from 7:30 a.m. to 
2 p m . Sundays, and that it be totally 
eliminated by Nov. 1,1974. 


The new regulation, if adopted by the 


village board, would apply to all three 
churches — Faith Lutheran Church, 431 
S. Arlington Heights Rd.; St. James 
C a t h o l i c Church, 841 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd., and Our Saviour's Lutheran 
Church, 1234 N. Arlington Heights Rd. 


Suburb kids 
turn to drugs: 
Outreach head 


"I think people arc formally admitting 


that kids in the suburbs arc having drug 
problems just like those kids in the 
ghettos," said John T. O'Connor at the 
annual convention of the Illinois Associ- 
ation for Mental Health at the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


O'Connor. Director of the Out-Reach 


Center in DuPage County, Friday said 
that suburban teen-agers have the same 
kinds of pressure and suffer the same 
kinds of weaknesses as those who live in 
the city. 


"These kids have everything," he said. 


"They're not challenged enough." The 
suburban teen-ager often has his own 
room, access to a car and very little to 
do, he added. 


Money that goes into eradicating the 


drug problem in the suburbs as well as 
in the city have often been wasted, 
O'Connor contended, because programs 
do not cope with (lie problems of individ- 
ual drug users. "Instead parents ask, 
'what can be built for them?' Then they 
complain when the gym or teen center is 
empty." 


O'CONNOR GAVE several suggestions 


as to how suburban communities can 
form an effective program for teen-agers 
using drugs. 


• Encourage community officials to 


talk to one another. For example, public 
aid officials should have an open line of 
communication with town officials. 


• Pay attention to the community self 


image. "Every community has a history 
and a sense of heritage to cherish," said 
O'Connor. "This will influence how a 
drug program uorks." 


• Determine community values. The 


values, such as top education for stu- 
dents are important to its citizens. Some- 
times values conflict, so it is best to de- 
termine what values the community 
thinks are important and resolve those 
conflicts, he said. 


• Citizens should know who are the 


community 
decision-makers. 
"People 


ought to know how community inter- 
action comes about," O'Connor said. 


• Take a look at what drug problems 


exist. Different problems need different 
solutions. The one method that helps one 
community might not be effective in an- 
other. 


• Admit the drug problem if there is 


onp. "Honesty is important. People hide 
behind their affluence and refuse to look 
at the problems," he said.

Well done! Clearbrook director awaits new challenge

"When I first came to Clearbrook In 


19C4, we were In the basement of the 
First Presbyterian Church In Arlington 
Heights," Bryn Witt recalled. "My office 
was In a stairwell. We had about 15 
students and no teachers." 


Nearly 10 years later, tho 40-year-old 


director of the Clearbrook Center for the 
retarded in Rolling Meadows sat quietly 
In his office recalling his work with the 
center, which will come to an end this 
year. 


Witt will bo leaving the center late this 


year to assume another position In the 
field of mental retardation. He has not 
yet made public his new position. The 
move is one Witt says he has com- 
tcmplatcd for some time, but one he will 
mako with some reluctance. 


"I HAVE MIXED feelings about 


leaving. I feel very close to Clearbrook, 
and I have many personal tics to It. It's 
been very difficult to cut (he cord. But I 
think I'm more suited for an Institution 
in a period of growth and development. 
Clearbrook is established." 


Overseeing Clcarbrook's growth in the 


past decade has been one of Witt's per- 
sonally satisfying achievements, ho says. 
Since he joined the center, its budget has 
Increased from $30,000 to just under $1 
million. 


Port of the increase Is due to the ex- 


panded role of government funding in 
the area of retardation according to Witt. 
"Up until 1064, this was totally funded by 
tho community. That was the first year 
we got state funding. Since then, the 
amounts have gono up significantly each 
year. The community still gives about 15 
per cent, which Is important because we 
can't get state money until we have 
some community funding." 


BUT MORE THAN funding policy 


changes have occurred at Clearbrook, 
Witt says. Program quality has been up- 
graded to a great extent by the efforts of 
schools, the community, and the state 
Department of Mental Health, he says. 


"There have been changes In services 


and attitudes in tho community. Clear- 
brook was set up by parents and It re- 
flected tho needs of the community. It 
still reflects the needs of the community 
but programs have shifted and we ore 
now serving more adolescents, physically 
handicapped, and moderately retarded 
individuals." 


Perhaps the greatest change has come 


In the general recognition of the retarded 
as cducablc, productive Individuals, Witt 
says. 


"More has happened In the last ten 


years In the area of retardation than in 
the last 300 years," says Witt, a speech 
and language therapist with the Chicago 
Public Schools and director of the South-

retarded had short life expectancies and 
were untralnablc. Now we know the ma- 
jority can be rehabilitated and belong in 
the community. We really have under- 
estimated the abilities of the retarded. 
We have .people on jobs now that five 
years ago we didn't think could ever hold 
jobs." 


In reflecting on his work at the center, 


Witt speaks of both programs he has 
helped develop and individuals with 


whom he has worked. 


He cites the center's vocational rehabil- 


itation center in Elk Grove and the new 
live-In center In Arlington Heights for 
mildly and moderately retarded adults 
as programs "that I feel very proud of." 
Parents "who broke their backs" work- 
ing with the center are among those he 
recognizes as well as Clearbrook "gradu- 
ates" like the man from Elgin State Hos- 
pital who was considered unemployable 


when he came to Clearbrook several 
years ago and is now working in the 
community. 


Administrative duties have lessened 


his contact with parents and students, 
but Witt hopes to renew that contact in 
his new position. "I got into the field be- 
cause I was Involved in the programs. 
That has been less and less now and I 
really miss that. But you can't keep the 
status quo in a place like Clearbrook."
